How the Ambaſſadours of Frazce came to Conſtantinople, 
where they were h-nourably received by the Emperour,who 
hauing heard the effect of hit Ambaſlage, and conferred 
thereon with the Prince e 4rnedes : affianced him immediatly 
to his Pang ter Phylocrifta,by whole hand the Ambaſſadours 


preſented the Letters of credence from the ”"_ King their 
Maſter, 


9 the Pilze of Palmendos, affer 
wich this Bake of Primaleon fol- 
FA loweth, peu haue beard of the loue 
WAY betwene the Pzince Arnedes of 
France, and faire Philocrifta, Daugh- 
fer to the @Gmperour Palmerin, and 
bow a Courtier was ſent fo aduertize 
tbe King bis Father thereof: That 
be might eniop the like god fostune, 
as Faid had done with his Piltreſſe Francelina, and

thereby confirme a generall reiopting. The mellenger being 
careſull to diſpatch this buſineſſe, made ſuch haſte in his tour - 
nep, as in thozt time be arriued af the famous Citie of Paris, 
where the King vnderſkanding the will of his Sonne,quickly 
reſolued fo conclave theſe affaires: Eiecting as chicke in this 


 Ambsſſage, the Duke of O:leance, a very wiſe and pꝛudent 


Lozd, commanding alſo that the Parguelle Oliuet, and the 


Counte Peter, (one of the Knights in bis Court) ſhould 


beare him company, with many other Barons ſo (amptu- 


dullp accoutred, as eutdently declared, how farre the French 
erce&dcd all other Nations in magniffcence and god parts, 
whereof at this time we haue no leiſure to ſpeake. The Ring 
hauing given them bis Letters of credence, and inſtrugions 
concerning the ſumme ol their charge, be delinered them ſun. 


dꝛy pꝛecious gifts, which he ſent to Philocriſta and the Pꝛince 
Arnedes. But befoze their departure, there came a Knight 
to the Court from the xfng of Caſtile, to aduerfile Recinde, 
how his Bꝛother being deceaſed without ifſae, all the people 


verp much reiopced, that the Scepter of the Kingdome thould 


fall to a Pꝛince ſo vallant. 
When the King of France heard theſe newes by the Gen⸗ 


fleman of Spaine, named Pinedo, he made aniwere how Ree 


cinde was gone with his Son Arnedes ta Con ſtantinople, 
where (as be heard by credidle intelligence) he daily wonne 


great honour and renowne. Yereopon, Pinedo determined 


to pace into Greece with the Amballadours,. and comming fo 
Tollon in Prouence, thepembarqued themſelues on the Pe- 


diteranean Sea; where ſatling with winde at will, it was 
not long befoze they arriued at Conſtantinople, euen at ſuch 
time as Arnedes was in bis wonked paſſions of loue. 0 


ſoner were they entred the Pozf, and had caſt Anchoz,but the 


Duke of Orleance commanded a generall iouilance, in ap- 


plaudifig heaven fo2 their bappy nauigatien : whereof the 


Empercur being adnertfiſed, be ſent to know the cauſe of this 
reiopcing. When he heard the atrinall of the French. Ambaſ- 


ad928, be was cond glad thereof, doping Arnedes would 
now 
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now reconer health by ſome god kidings: and (ketefoze lenf 
ſpedilp to acquaint him therewith, intreating him fo be of 

god courage, ſeœing the Lo2ds of his Country were come lo 
happily. It were needle ſſe to demaund if Arnedes were well

_ hope will loꝛt to a god e ſacceTefull end; with the help of hm 
whom pꝛap ſo ſpeed vs, as herein our enterpziſe map not be 
Ddllappopnted. In god faith ſaid Primaleon (turning himſelfe- 
to the French Pꝛince) J haue very great reaſon to complaine 


ok vou Arnedes, that pou would thus long bide your ſeli from 


me, loꝛ although pon reſolved in comming hither,that no one 
Mould know pe, yet you might baue exempted me from that 


bnizerſall number, corfidcring the habitude and ſecrecp pou

-  finnedſo long ignoꝛant of your roial race. Pp Lozd(anſwered 


Arnedes embꝛating him) herein J beſ&ch pou hold me excu⸗

wozthy repozt of my pꝛogenie, befoze my ſelle were knowne 
ta any one: And being concealed, J might beſt doe it, conflde-

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thing wherein J emploped mp ſelfe, might rather redound 
to mp diſgrace than commendation. Certaincly (replyed Pri- 
maleon) if by deeds of Armes you deſire fo pabliſh pour 
name, me thinkes pou ſhould haſten the dap of Turney, con- 
ſidering pour ropall geniture, and thereby expꝛeſſe pour 
Anigbtilp valeur and reſolution. Ab my Lozd (ſaid Arnedes, 
interrupting him) it plealeth you to account me among men 
of deſert, though karre bnwozthp am J to be (&ne in any (ach 
aſſembly. Notwithſtanding, if god will may incite lo: wars 
a generous minde, bp puiſſance fo wilneſſe ſome part ef his 
ſtrength, J hope 3 ſhould not be reputed amongſt the wea⸗ 
keſt. Qo frucly (anſwered Primaleon) but rather among 
the ſtrongeſt, where honorable victozp will ſet on pour head 
a frtumphall Crowne. 

But leave ws theſe (p&ches fill ſome better convenient 
time, and goe we ts the Emperour, wha will be moſt ioyſull 
bearing theſe newes, Do mounting on hozſe-backe with the 
Ambafſadozs, they rode to the Pallace, where gracious ems 
tertainment was commanded them by the Emperour. And 
in this time Pinedo made knowen to the Pzince Arnedes, 
dom he paſt into Fraunce to finde Recinde, whom now bee 
tame ta acquaint with the death of his Bzother,and how all 
the Barons and people of Caſtile, would willingly accept 
him *02 their LO and Bing. 

Df theſe tpdings was the Frenahawns not a little glad,

receſued. Bereby be foke occaſion fo let him ſit by him, which 


dzew on manie glances ſtill fo the ſame purpoſe : but among 


the reſt, when the Empers2 heard the hole Ro2p of Recinde 
bis Toſen , bee could not chule but greatly wonder thereaf, 
Mereof was Mclicia topfull beyond meaſure, betauſe ſhe in- 
tirelp loued the Spaniſh Pzince : Yet could ſhe not compare 
with Philocriſta in contentment of ſpirit, by reaſon the 
wanted the amozous obiec which ſhe had, noz could ſhe par- 
ticipate in thoſe baſpeakeable pleaſures,wherewith the harts 
of the other twaine were ſpecially delighted.

This Letter being read, the Emperour toke the Ambac. 
ſadours into his Chamber, where after he had heard at full 
the ſumme of their niefſage : immediatlp he called together 


the Pzinces and Lo2ds of dis pꝛiuie Councell, fo let them 


onderckand his intent concerning theſe affaires. JU 
This by their aduiſe was immediatly confirmed fo: god, 
as well to accompliſh his pꝛomile to the deceaſed Ling of 
France, às alſs in reſped that Arnedes behautour was lo gene- 
rally commended, being a vertuous night, and verp fozward 
to Partiall exerciſe: But above all the reſt, Primalcon was 
molt willing and ready in conſenting to this alliance, know- 
ing the carnelt deſire of his Siſter, to ſeœ her ſcife the wife of 


Arnedes, another Adonis: and fo2 beautp well might Philo- 


criſta be reſembled to Pſyches, oz rather (it pon wiil) a les 
cond Venus. 

The marriage being concladed,on the mozrow following 
they wereatffanced together, with bery ſtately and magniff- 
cent triumphs, ſo that both in the Pallace, and thzongh the 
Cittie was nothing but diſpozts and pleaſure, fo the no 
little content of the Emperour and © mpzefſe, as well foz the 
comming and knowledge of Palmendos, as fa; this loue-knot 
betweene Philocriſta and the ropall Pzince of France. And 
now doth Primaleon arme bimſelfe foz Knighthove, that 


hereaffer he map bellowe his time in thoſe commendable oc- 


taſtons. 
Here the French Authonr confelſeth his kault, foz hauing 


intiteled the whole boke, the firſt Boke of Prinmeleon, both

Ammedlatip were Heralds of armes diſpatched into diners: 
Regions, fo publiſh the Tournep. and the dap pzopoſed faz

(miling,thus ſpake to them. 

Ab that mine eies were lo happie, that they could now 

behold him, foꝛ whom mp heart endures moſt paſſionate mars 
lirdome, I would not wow ſuch puſtllanimitie as you doe, lis⸗ 
ming as though pou ſcantly knew each other: whp then doe 
pou not giue ſomerecreatien to pont affectionate ſoules, but 
ſtand thus as dead bodies dep2ined of life » Madame, (anſwe- 
red the Þ2ince) meruaile not to ſe me ſilent and d iſpoſlefled 
of ſpech, in that lone by nature ſealed vp my lips, foz ſeeing 
vs ingreater content with the thing moze confozmable to our 
deſires, hetwke the benefit of ſpeaking from bs, leaſt the one

Now the Emperour amongft.choſe fhat were of greafcf? 
regacd there pꝛeſent, highly eff@med and honoured his ſonne 
Palmendos, in that the chiefeſt iop and pleaſure of this feaſt 
' P3oceded from bim: herevpon he remembzed the ſealed boke 
which be ſent him, with le manp other pꝛetisas things from 
the Ille of Delphos, ag in the tenth Chapter of Palmendos 
hath beene declared. 
To make knoten therfoze to the french Lo2ds the magna⸗ 
nimity and vertues of his ſonne Palmendos, he commanded 
the rich 4 exquiſite chaire (wherein the Jdoll ſat)to be bꝛonght 
beloze him, and the boke likewiſe, which he bad cauſed to be 
kept in his treaſury, amongſt matters of greateſt acesunt. 

To open the boke h@ made p:zofe againe by many of bis 
Knights, but there was none could come nere it, which be 
perceining,deltnered it to Palmendos ſaping, My tonne, make 
ſome little pzofe ofthis bo ke, foꝛ if pon bꝛing not th's labour 
fo end, J am aſſured we may ſet our bearts at quiet, fo2 rea- 
ding 82 beholding any thing therein contained. Palmendus 
turning aſide his head, and making a lowly renerence to the

CThhele gentle and gratioas ſp@ches of the Pꝛince primale- 
on, made the Emperour his Father ſo pleaſed as poſſiblp 
might be, bearing frem him ſuch honeſt commendations, pet 
colourably apming at a third perſon, as thencefozth he repu- 
ted him very magnanimous, and remembzing Achilles, A- 
lexander, Themiſtocles, and other ſuch valiant Champions, 
which Greece in fszmer time had bzought foꝛth, be began to 
conceine ſome hope, that one dap he ſhould ſee him go beyond 
all other of his time.

Law of Mahomet, wherefoze be infreated him actozding to 
bis pꝛomiſe, that he woald giue him the Pꝛinceſſe Marencida 
to wife, with leane fo returne againe fo Tharſus: which mo · 
lion bighly pleaſed Palmendos, knowing that (by theſe 
meanes) the Nucene his Poether ſhenld beare certaine {ps 
dings of him. 
Marencida on the other ſide was in no lelle paine than O- 


zalio,and aibeittbe Pzincefſe Philocriſta enermoze comfoztcd 
ber, with ſuch honozable meanes as became her calling: pet 
could ſhe not faſten vpen any thought of pleaſure, but cont(- 
nning dailp ſolifary, like ſolitude if ſcife, would not come 
 fozth of her Chamber, but there all the dap ttreamed fozth 


founfaings of teares, complapning (without ceaſing) ol ber 
aduerfity. Of one thing ſhe might iuſtiy make bannf, that 
her eyes were become ſources, diſtilling fo2th water moꝛe 
Aale than Ch2iltall ; and if ſha (oke any (mall pleaſure 02 
Fecreation

recreation, it was onelp with Ozalio, who enerp boure fats 
led not to vilite her. 

At length Palmendos went one dap ts conferre with ber, 
concerning the fozmer determination of iopning ber in marri⸗ 


age with Ozalio ; but ſo ſone as he entred the Chamber, ſhe 


began to renew her wonted griefes and pallions, ſaying. A- 
las, Sir Knight, wherefoze come you to renue mp ſozfow, ſo 
extreame and inluppoꝛtable, as death it ſelfe is ready fo ſeaʒe 
on me in this place: J intreat pon,ſeing the deſtinies haue ſa⸗ 
tally appoynted me fo this ensleſle tozment, that you would 
not bzge it the moze by the meanes of pour pꝛelence. 

Madam, anſwered Palmendos, if heretefoze A haue pꝛo- 
cured you aànp iniurp 92 gricfe of minde, J hope at this in- 
Cant to make a finall env thercof, by the meanes ol an inelti- 


mable gift which J meane to beſtew vpon pon, gining you 


the Knight fo your husband, who eſfeemes and loues vou a- 
bone all things in the wozld. Noz could the King Ocurices 
compare with him fo2 valour and vertne,the heauens bearing 
witneſſe of bis pꝛowelle and dexterity in Armes, as J know 


no Gentleman of the Turkiſh Nation, ſœing bim once ma- 


nage derds of Chinalry,that dare mite him in Tourney oz 
ſteld· battaile, without repenting it dearelp afferward, Mei- 
ther could King Ocurites equal him in riches and poſſeflions, 
enfoying the kingdome of Tharſus, which hereafter ſhall be 
dis, a ſtate moze wealthy than the Pzonince of Culaquin, 
Fozthis cauſe (Madam) appeaſe the violence of pour paſſi- 
ons, and conſider,that your comming into this Country will 
baing pe great honourand felicifp, if you pleaſe to accept as 
pour lawfull bosband the P2ince Ozalio mp Tonfin, whole 
affectionate diligencepon behold in pour leruice. But ſhould 
pon be ſo bnmnercifall as to refaſe him, you may eaſily kill 
both life and ſonle fogether, a matter fo (irregular and diffe- 
ring from Ladies reputation, in that by nature they are ra- 
ther benigne and pittifull, tban bloudy and cruell, though (bes ⸗ 
rp often) oner-firme in pernerſe sbfinacy, 
262d Palmendos, queth Marencida, how is it pollible to 
C 4 -.. __ condiſcend 
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condiſcend bnfo the matter pon pzoponnd we, but by fezce 
well map pon gueſſe (by the (mall delight I take in being in 
this Countrep) J will never doe this with my god will: al- 
beit Signicur Ozalio ſæmeth bnto me ſuch a one, as 4 could 
not betfer beſtaw my laue bpon any, who meriteth moe fa- 
naur at my hand, than he doth: but alas my fog tu ne hath res 
duced me into ſo pitfifall fearmes, that J cannot accomms- 
date my ſelfe to any thing which delighteth my ſpirits. Pot⸗ 
withſtanding, if ſo it be, that againſt the god will of your 
handmaid and captine, you baus determined fo etfec this 
buſineſſe,J pꝛap pou beſoze J eſpouſe the Pzince Ozalioyour 
Colin, that J may ſ& the king Ocurites mp firſt husband, to 
the end, may aduertize him of mp diſaſter, and of that which 
Jam now fozced to doe, being not able by my reaſons anp 
wap fo refilt. 

Cheteunto do 3 acco2d molt willingly,anſwered Palmen- 
dos, and addzefſing bis ſp&ch to Philocriſta, thus be pzoce- 
ded, Madam, J humbly beſ&ch yon after dinner, to take her 
with pon into the Emperonrs great chamber, to gratifi ber 
in that which ſhe hath lately requefed, 

So fell it out, after the Infant by conſtraint had made ber 
ko put on her richeſt babilliments, in which it was a godlp 
fight to behold der, ſoꝛ ſhe was both faire,and of the beff grace. 
Being come inks the pzeſence, where the Ewperoz was con · 
ferring with the king of Thellaly, t with many other P2in- 
ces and great States, Palmendos commanded by and by 
to ſend loz the king of Culaquin, who (one after was bzought | 
thither, looking ſo leane, changed, and meager of connſe- 
nance, that Marencida did nat know dim: and had not Pal- 
mendos ſhetwed him to her, che could not well haue gueſt it 
to be he. Then the riſing bp from a chaire where ſhee ſaf, 
went to embzace him, tbe teares ſtanding in her eyes: when 
ſh? cryed ouk. Alas! King Ocurites, which of the Planets 
haue we pꝛouoked, that doth ſubmit vs both to this ſiniſter 
tune and inexplicable mifchance, euen by the meanes of 
one * knight 2 the * who vanquiſhed and ** vou 
pe ſoner 
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pꝛiſoner in the Lenant-ſeas, bath bzonght me awap bp £o2ce 
ont of my Countrep, from my Father and friends into this 
place, where not contented to hold me as his lane ; but will 
mozeouer (in my deſpight, g iue me to another busband. And 
that which J haue received of him as great fausur, is this, 
that he bath onelp permitted me to let yet vnderſland hereof, 
to the end J hauing once fsite pon, pou map not blame me 
derealter, knowing not foꝛ my part how toremedy it other- 
wile. 
| Ab, J wich the katall Goddefles would quickly ſhzead ato 
the thꝛid ol my life, befoꝛe J conſent by emp will fo any ſuch oc⸗ 
caffon, Ah! Ik it migbt lo well befallme, J ſhould repute my 
ſeife happp, as receining the onelp contentment which J des 
fire, which is to ſane me from contaminating the erc&ding 
lone J bare you: But infoztunate t miſerable woman that 4 
am, (&ing death ſheweth himſelfe herein inexozable, J muſt 
ſpend in exfreame (ozrow the reff of mp dapes. Alas, pwze 
King Ocurites who was wont fo be ſe mach eſfæmed off as 
mong the Pꝛinces and Kings of Turky, whoſe pzoweſſe and 
banghtp courage did far ſurpaſſe all the bzaueſt and hardieſt 
nights of Aſia, where are now become thp riches and great 
eſtates: who hath dimmed the lo ſignall and famous rens wne 
of thy Heroicall geſtes, captiaing both ther and thp lopalb 
ſpouſe? How did foztune vngentiy abandon the in this man- 
ner: © it was ambition and defire of winning hono2, which 
bath put this flauiſh chaine abost thy necke, placing thee a- 
mong Gallp-lanes,where it ſhall be beſt fo2 thee fo die imme⸗ 
diatelp, ſ&ing the Emperont is our mozfall and capitall ene- 
mie: O diuine pꝛouidence, how haft thon permitted foztune 
to rebell thus, and to execute againſi bs ſo cnozme and woful 
a miſchtefe? Afluredlp J can well vaunt that the celeſtiall bo- 
dies haue moze fauonred bs, (han thon haſt bene friendly 
and gentle fowards bs. 
She bffered many other lamentable dilcourles, fill deke- 
ing her accurſed life, When the King Ocurites, who had gt-

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feit himſelfe fo confounded, and out of his wits, that he conid 


not pzonounce abone fine oz fire ſucd like wozds: Alas Ma- 


homet ! did it not ſuffice the to haue ſo anfferolp afflicted me, 
but thou muſt reduce into ſs pittifull and baſe extreamitp, the 
ſoule which did not merit the leaſt of all theſe ſoꝛrows, which 
doth ſo mach the moze agrauate mp. tozment - Ah, the most 


. outraged King that euer was bozne of his mother, (wallow- 
_ eth down patiently the potioi1mirt with bitternes, which thou 


baſt pzepared fo2 him. 
Speaking theſe wo2ds, dee fell bis height to the ground, 


and Matencida fell downe hard by bim, where they vſed 
* ſach trange geſtures, that (ome ſuppoſed they were ſtricken 


with the falling ficknelle, inlomuch, that they monedall the 
ſtanders by fo compaſſion : and the Emperour foz bis part 
would willingly haue delivered them, had be not perteaued 
Palmendos could not honeſtly fruſtraſs Ozalio, of the pꝛo- 
mile which he had made him. By meanes whereef, not to as 
bide beholding fhem any longer in this pitteons Tragedy,he 
commanded incontinent ts recarrp Ocurites to his lodging, 
and Marencida backe into her chamber: where ſhe would tvil- 
lingly haue done that foz him (to ſane him from death) which 
Alceſte whilom Qurene of Theſlaly, would only haue enter- 
pꝛiſed fo2 Admetus her huſband, aſter ſhe vnderſtod by the 
Ozacle, that any one of his friends, who would die in his 
ſtead, mightlane bis lice, which elſe in no wiſe might | de pꝛe- 


So greaf was the hearts griefe Ocurites telt, during dis 


traunce, that refufing to eat 8; dzinke a long time afterwards, 


be weakned ſo much his members, and ſpent his naturall vi- 
gonr ſo farre, that his ſoule was conſtrained to take leaue of 


bis bodp : w which was interred afferward (by commaunde⸗ 


ment ofthe Emperour) in a rich tembe ; whercol Marencida 
neuer knew any thing, foz they ſought meanes expꝛeſlelp to 
conceale from her this milchaunte, fearing left ſhe ſhonld goe 
after, to kepe him company in the other wozld, as wight be 
mil. vonbted by * toniequres gathered of the i the 
ndurek, 
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indured, ſ@ing him in ſo miſerable eſtate, when ſhe ſounded 
in bis pꝛeſente, as poa haue read befozce. And foz that Ozalio 
did ſolicite at the length her departure, with all diligence, Pal. 
mendos cauſed tws ſhippes to be made readp with all things 
neceſſary, graunting him freely his departure (albeit there 
was much griefe on both ſides, foz that from their infancfe 
they had beene both b:onghfbp together) they gane each o⸗ 
ther fheir laſt adue, not without bedewing their faces with 
Koze of fcares, their mindes being touched inwardly with. 
the ſtrict and moze than kraternall amitp betwene them: lo 
that euerp one maruailed whp he would not fo2 this onelp re 
ſpec renounce Waganiſme, as Palmendos had done: which 
be would ſurelp haue done, if the lone of Marencida had not 
ſo pzenatled with him, 

The Emperour gane them many ſamptacnus reſents, fo 
carrp from him fo the Qucene of Tharſus, which being be- 
owed in fit place on thip-bo2de, hee commaunded fo hople 
_ Cafles, and ſo incontinent launched into the maine ſea which 
was lo tame and fill, that within few dapes bee feil within 
the coaſt of Tharſus. Do ſone as he was arrined in the hauen, 
all the Cittie began fo make bonfires , and many other to⸗ 
kens of iop, ſhinking te recouer their Lo2d and Severaigne 
Palmendos: But ſone after changed their reiopting into 
ſadnelle, when thep knew certainly Palſmendos was ſo farrs 
from that place, where they thought him fo be pꝛeſent, all the 
people doing nothing els but curſe and ban the olds Beldaw, 

ho occaſtoned the loſle of ſo milde and gentle a Pzince, At 
this time lap the Quesne berp grieuonſlp ſicke in her bed, fo2 
the abſence of her lonne Palmendos, ſo that ſeeing Ozalio — 
lone enter into the chamber, her heart felt pꝛeſently ſuch an 
extreame anguiſb, that he had neither ſinew, veine, artier, 
no2 mulcle, which was not depꝛiued oftheir vſyall functions, 
So that without hearing the Ambaſſage, which the Emperoz 
committed to Ozalio to offer her with his pꝛeſents, ſhe died, 
moꝛe ſodatnlp than the lbunder·- bolt did euer pierce thzough 
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This honourable Lady hauing thus accompliſhed the laff 
law of nature, and ptelded befoze God her moztall homage: 


 Ozalio gaue the pzincipals of the Kingdome to vaderſtand of 


the oꝛdinance of Palmendos his Coſen: whereby bpon calling 


them together lone after the decenſe of the Nucne, beſhew- 
ed them fall ſealed, and ſo (ſubſcribed as they ought fo be : by 


which meanes they all knowing bim to be a moſt lage and 


valerous Pꝛince, accepted him gladly fo2 their King. 


Thus having peaceably inueſted himſelf in the kingdome, 
be married fozthwith in great triumph and magniſtcente, bis 


deare Marencida,whoſ&ing the lone her husband boze her, to 


encreaſe moꝛe and moze every dap, conuerted her mourning 


and ſozrow into thankefall gladnes : ſo that within feld days 


Ge quite koꝛgat all things paft, louing afterward ſo perfealy 
the god king Ozalio her ſetond husband, that ſhe had by him 
many godlp childzen, many whereof pꝛoued verp bzane and 
bardy knights. 

Thus feafting them whom be foke from Conſtantinople, 


ko to accompany bim homeward, at length he returned them 


backe againe, with ſuch newes and rich gifts, which the king 
Ozalio ſent to bis Confin Palmendos, as be (in memozie 
hereof ) continued the ſame every Pears following in like 
manner, fo2 tribute and homage of the high cate, which bee 


confeſſed onely to hold of him. 


No ſoner were the Knights arriued in the Emperours 
Tourt, but Palmendos was aduertized of the death of the 
Nuecene bis Bother : whereupon he grew into great melan- 
choly, and made woefnll lamentation, ſceming to bim thaf 
dis abſence was tho pꝛintipall cauſe of her death: but he loned 
tranchelina ſo ardently, that be could not well buſic his lpt- 
rits in any other thing than in thoſe which be knew might 
cauſe her delight and pleaſure : wherefoze in time he foꝛgot

Ledefin his companion, who foz the cure of his wounds, 
which he received infighting with Arnedes 


Pꝛince of France 
when he flew the Permite;who would haue parted them(as 
pou haus read befsze,) retired himſelfe into a Punnerie: 
Wehere by meanes of a Religious ſiffer, who did berie well 
bnderſtand the methode or Chirurgerie.he was carefully lo- 
ked vafo till his perfect recouerie. Notwithſtanding, during 


his cure, the Abbelle who was Daughter of a great Parens 


tage, faire, young, and comely, knowing that her did not 
budge from the Emperours Court, came oftentimes to viſite 
himzinſomuch, that this continuall viſitation ingendꝛed ſome 
ſparkes of amoꝛous paſſion - the which by little © little kinds 
led in them both in ſuch ſozt, that irtould not bie long dillem· 
bled; but Ledefin was tonſtrained ( bythe wap which ſe med 
moſt commodfous bnto bim ) fo diſconer bnfo his Lady the 


.fernifude into which her lone dad reduced dim, pꝛaping her ts 


haue regard to the inſſrmitie which he lelt in dart, farre moze 
cozroſire (han that of his otitward griefes, - 

By meanes whereof the young Nunne, who felt her (cl ' 
ſtoxhed with the like lame, and who in this matter vid nok 
deſire fo be along time pꝛaide to peld the keyes of the Foz! 
which was aſſailed, reſolued one dap with Ledd6n-to te 
together ko parly thereof ſecretlp out of the pzeſence of wit- 

nelirs 
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elles bnregueſted to and by when ſuch a foztreſſe is to ber 
(calcd. 

Upon which platfourme, af the firtt encounfcr were de⸗ 
liuered iome rude Noccadees on the aſa lours ſide, which the- 
defendant rewarded baliantly with her buckler of pzofe: And 
aterward ſo often renewed this Alarum, which was erpedt- 


ent fo vie againſt a foztreſfe,that could not well be wonne at 


the firſt pꝛoſfer ( becaule of the mal bzeach that one onely blow 
of Cannon can make: )that the Abbeſſe would willingly haue 


lekt her b22niarie bebinde, thus to haue managed Clill the Ja- 


nelin, and af all times fo finde ber ſelfe in ſuch Skir miſhes: 
hereby it fell out that Ledefin( after his retoucrie)remai. 
ned in garriſon within the Abbie, bnftill be was ſo wearie 
with being every dap on hoꝛſe backe, with his Launce in ref 
(wbich foꝛ the ſame purpoſe he was faine to haue very ſtrong, 
well pointed, better ſf@led,and fempered ) as be departed ta 
put himſclfe in queſt of Rifarano, of whole abſence hœ was 
affared, and of the bery dap that be departed from the Court 
of the Emperour Palmerin. He reſolued fo take wap foz ths 
Almaine as ſone as he ſhould finde him: fo; he meant to re- 
turne no moze fs Conſtantinople, becauſe of the touch he had 
ſerued Arnedes, which he knew well to be made knowne o- 
ner all Greece: but tranerfing manp clymates without any 
netves of him whom he ſonght, be purpoſed fo goe bnknowne 
to the Nuptials of Philocrifta, hoping fo merte bim there, 92 
els in no other region of Europe. 

So travelling that wap, be met (as yon haue read) with 
the Knight whom he flew in bis houſe: wherein no warnaile 
though he raſhly diſconered his buchaſte and laſcinious affe 
to dis wife, ſo? hee was neuer better conditi oned: no2 was 
there found in him courteſte, lopaltie, oꝛ any other vertae, by 
the boihch a man of god behauiour map be eff@med:noz did 
be euer change this bis lewd nature and deteſtable manner 
of liuing, tili he was enamsured very ſtrangely on one ofthe.

tie from thence, where they committed him into a Thirargt-- 


ons hands, who allured them of ſp&dp reconery. 
UWhoreof Rifarano was full glad, but moze it chafed him, 
when each one recounting their foztun:s paſt to one another, 
tnderffod the oufrage offered by Ledchn to the Pꝛince Ar- 
nedes. He repzchended and rebaked him greatly therefoze, 
ſaying,theſe wers not parts beſeming knights extraged of ſo 
higb parentage:and that he repufed it a great indiſcretion in 


bim, a Poꝛe, to lene Philocriſta being a Chꝛiſtian, and of 


a Law contrarte to his. 

Moꝛ oller he blamed much his great impudencie towards 
the Gentlewoman, whole huſband he flcw : requeſting bim 
in the end verp amiably, he would bie no moze thoſe trickes 
of pouth, lo farre diTant from the verfuous bonefty of an ll 
luſtrious and generous heart. 

Ledefin aſhamed to beare him pꝛeathing thns on his im» 
perfections : pꝛomiſed fo leaue all lewdnes,and fo follow ſuch 
god counſell as it ſhould pleaſe him to giue him: And as they 
had determined ol their vopage, they concluded fo ſend Rifa- 
ranos Squire to Conſtantinople, to the Knights who came 
with them from Perlia, to aduerfiſe them, that they ſhould 
haue the Matter of their ſhip in a readines, to depart without 
making ſpech thereof to any man liuing. Se the Squire was 
pzeſently ſent away los this purpoſe, whole arrivall cauſed 
great gladnes in the Perſians, hauing not a god while befaze 
beard any newes of their Paſters. Afterward when Lede- 
fin felt himſclfe ſtrong enongh fo endure franaile with bis 
Armes, and Rifarano had refreſhed hir le well, they came 
both to Conſtantinople, where they found no ſmall number

ſelfe moſt humbly fo the god grace of his maieſtie: beſzeching 
bim of ercuſeifhecon'd not come himſelfe to doe the mcfſage: 
ſoꝛ that by reaſon of ſomebuſineſſe which was ol great {mpoz- 


tancc he was coniured to depart in all haft, to the end fo ar- 


riue with moze pede in Germanie, and that he would ere 
long returne ts make amends by his humble ſervice, foz the 
Monour which he had receaned in his Court: Then gining 
him many rich pzeſents as well foz himſelfe as his Pifris, 
commaunded him aſſone as b had diſcharged bis dutie fo-

daies he came vpon the coaſt of Germanie : and caſting his 
ankers in a Pozte foure dapes fournep viſfant from the Em⸗ 


pereur Trineus Court, tthep went thither in compiente at mes,

In bꝛiefe being arrinedat the Pallace, Rifarano fell en his 


knees befoze his Father, demannding his hand to kifle it. 


Abe god Pꝛince Trineus who vnderffod long time befs;e,by 
letters from the Emperour of Greece of bis Sonnes artt- 
uall in Conſtantinople, (which be then pꝛeſently imparted 
lo the Empzeſſe his wife, who greatly deſtred to know what 

they were,) ſering theſe fwo ffrange Knights, miſtrufted let 
the one ſhould be him: whereof ſerned ſez a god teſfimonte 
the gladneſſe which he ſhewed in his heart when he ſaide:

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Then hee kit her hand with the honour and renerence 
which appertaineth to ſo higb a Ladie, and next did embzace 
Vernan her eldeſt ſonne , a P2ince ſurely carefullp inſtituted 
in god manners and verkuons education : which well be 
conlo ſhew bp thegentleentertaincment he made him in recog⸗ 
niſance of this new frafernitie, albeit ke were bery poung 
of peares.

when the French Embaſſadozs who were there ( ſeeing ſs 
manp P2inces and bꝛaue Knights gatbeced fogether ) pzick- 
ed fozward through deſire of glozp, determined to enferpaiſe 
ſome Partiall exerciſe to paſſe awap ivlenes. The fo2moft 
of whom was the Earle Peter, a berp bzane and har dy 
Knight,who loned(as bis owne ſoule,) Iſortine the Duke of 
Sauoyes Daughfer : the lame man whom the Emperour 


Palmerin vanquiſhed in Guale, who afterward eſpouſed Lu- 


cimine, Dat to the King of Fraunce: by whom he hat 
the male Thildzen very bzaue knights,and ons onelp daugb⸗ 
ter,fatre in perfection,whom he canled fo be bzonght vp in the 
Court ot dis Father in law, 

The Earle defired ertreamely fo haue her in marriage, 


and fo2 that purpoſe did he maruailous deds of Armes as her 
Knight : fo2 the great lone that he bare her redoubled his foz. 


ces, and encreaſed his conrage in ſuch ſozf that hee was eſtæ⸗ 
med one of the beſt Champions ofthe Kingdome; which was 
cauſe the King of Fraunce choſe him foz ſecond Ambaſadour 
in this treatie of marriage betweene Arnedes and Philoctiſta.

riwiſe he would leane bis fo his vanquicher, who covlo bolde

The Emperour who heard the Counte falke thus bzane- 
lp, was in ſo pꝛofound a thoughf,calling to minde the happy 
time that he purchaſed ſo mach renowne in traverſing the 


Celtique and Belgicke Guale, that be ſhewed outwat bly ſome 


apparent token of gladnes : and ſer ming to be in the Conn- 
tes thoughts, and to fœle the ſame pleaſure which he recciued 
remembzing the pausen of bis Lavy,anſwered him Mitte

But the Earle ſ&ing the Seignioꝛy „ Koblelle in the gal- 
leries, canſed fozthwith bis Helmet to be bꝛougbt, and by and 


by all his ſtrings, leathers and buckles fo be laced and fped : 
Zhen mounking, be commanded the Trumpets e Dzums | 


to (ound, and to open the Gate of his repaire: Wheretnfo 
B-lcar being firſt entred, the Earle asked him, whether her 
would Juſt oz fight, J will qusth the Aſlailant, doe all that 4 


chall know to be ncceflarp, but let vs firſt Juſt to (re what 


will follow. 

Mauing thas (ſaluted each other, they encorintred with ſuch 
A fury (hat Belcar left his ſlirrups, and the Earle (bꝛeaking 
in, dafhing together the pettrall and the girths ol his Hozſe ) 
went maugre his noſe to kiſſe his great grandmother, but be 
lone got bp againe, being greatly aſhamed and vexed, to loſe 
in an inſtant the honour he had obtained in ſixe dayes, 
Sir Knight then quoth Belcar, J haue wone pour Coate 
of Armes if J be not giuen to miſunderſtand in declaring me 
the Law of pour enterpꝛiſe: Accozding to which von maſk

Then let the Earle fofe fo ſtirrup againe, and in ſhe meane 
time the Empe our being greatly aſtoniſhed af the magnani- 
mitp of this Knight, ſis to the King of Hungarie , he well 
knew who he was. The two Champions be genne with ibcir 
ſwo32s a ferrible and furious (kirmiſh,hewing one another 
in lo violent and ſtrange manner, that if terriſted the behal- 
ders to heare them onelp ; Foz the Counte thꝛongb rage and 
delpite which furmonnted his reaſon, laid on without fearc, 
and molt veſperatelp.

raſh pꝛelumption, whith made pon thinke the honour of Chi- 
nalry dwelt onelſp among Frenchmen. | 

At this tpectacle and 1020s ſmoaked the Prince Arnedes, 
and had it not bene tbꝛongh the indiſpoſition of his perſon, 
and that Philocriſta would neuer haue permitted it, he had 
endolled his Armes to renenge the Connte and his Nation 
ofthis repꝛoach. 

Jn the ſame paine and choller were all the reſt of the 
French Nobilifſp, who ſ&lng they coulo haue none other re⸗ 
medp, lifted vp Carle Peter from his fall, and bare bim into 
dis lodging ko cauſe the SUrgcons to loke vnto him, and 
ſearch his wounds, 

Belcar who thought in the meane time what be bad fo bs; 
tote the coate of Armes and giving if to one of bis Pages, 
commannded him fo beare it from him, and one of bis compa- 
Rions, fo Meliſſa the Bing of Hungaries Daughter: whom 
thep dcſired to maintatne againſt all commers, if h woa 
bonuchſafe them lo mach fauour, to let them 2 bndef

thus with his Aunt:

nol line long afterwards, and fo concluding his pꝛeamble, be- 
{oaght her moſt humbly cher would conviſcend to make her 
Qucne of Polonia, and that he would pꝛoture a diſpenſation 
from the Pope. ah deare Nephew (queth the Dutcheſſe then) 
of this alltance ſhonld J be moze glad than pan, if ſhe and 3 
might in any wiſe conſent thereunto: But hauing (wo2ne

pole yon ts ſo great hz32rd of pour life, the Emperour Pal.

J will not therefeze let, replied Perrequin, fo emplop my 
beſt koꝛces, to lhe end fo p2actile ſo iuſt and reaſonable a ven» 
geance: Foz as well J c:carelp (&, J am but a dead man if 
J entop not mp Coſen ſhoztlp te wife. J God would (a 
much fausar pon then (quoth the Ducheſſe) that pot might 
bꝛing your purpole to paſſe, aſlure pour ſelfe not onelp to haue 
in recompence Gridonia mine onelp Daughter to pour wife, 
but my iclte aiſg fo2 pour bumble and perpetuall ſeruant, with 
the whole eſtates and riches that God hath giuen bnfo bs 
both : wherein J ſhall cſf&evie my lelſe the moſt happieſt of 
all tey-dames, winning ſuch a ſonne in law, as J could not 
choſe a better if J hoaid ſceke one thzoughout all the intzabi⸗ 
fan's from the one to the other ole: Se that J bel@ch the 
Almighty that he will lo direct pour actions, that the end map 
be as pzoſperous ind happp, as J poe and beſolate widow = 
doe wich it. The Knight thanked her carteonfſly foz this. 
god affection; and ik he were bery glad on the one fide, hee 
found himſcife karre moze penſine, counting with himſelfe 
what was fo be done to conduct la tfx1gleſsme an enterpꝛiſe to 
an iſlae: The which being onderſtod by Gridonia, he reiop- 
ced as the Loner who cou d haue bone willing to haue remit⸗ 
ted the condition sk this vengeance, fo the end to haſten ſoner 

the conſurnmation of her mariiog?; neaertbelcfle. ſhe wouls 
not gainelap oz (Arine againſt that which her Mother and 
Gzandmother had reſolued therein. 

As Perrequin was tn pꝛofound conſideration how fo lap 
this Ambuſh, being able to deviſe no meane, which might

Honſtantinople. of the Jsuſte which Primalcon had publiſhed

Do detlaring fo the Duchelle and Gridonia amply his 


deſire (alter he vnderſtod they would be very well ſatilfico 


with Primalcons death as being the thing which would much 


trouble and viſturbe the Empereurs Court) porpoſcd to des 


part ſpedilp, accompanied with fiſtene nights of choile, 


whom he gane to vnderſtand all the peints of his conſpiracy: 


But when he came lo take his leaue of the Duchelle and her 


Daughter, they tould not pꝛeuaile ſo much curr theit weake E 


femenine nature, but muff platnely ſhew by apparant foizens 
the (02row 2 diſcontent which this departure did cavſs their 
ſpirits, eſpecially Gridonia, who fo: all the demonſtraften of 


her anguith,pzapde the Hoveratgie abone fo lafegard g pꝛe⸗ 
ſerue him from moztall danger, foz that the Emperour and 


his people were in all their affaires moſt foztunate. Perre- 
quin comfozted her as well as he could, and ſeeing the feares 
diſtilling from her faire eyes, deemed himleife beloued of her 
varfaignedly, which increaſed lo much the moze his fozce and 
courage : then embarking bimſelfe, and ſekting laile, be 
artined ere long after in the'Realms of Coaltantinople, 
where hee commaanded to ſtrike laile fo goe aſhoze, and 
Camped himſelfe in the Plaine as did the other Knights, 

It was the ſtxt dap of Primaleons Joults, when the 
Polonian bnderſto? bp all men that he did maructious acts 


ot Chiualrp, behauing himſelfe like a Hector in middeſt of 


the fleld: which was a coling to him, fearing leaſt he ſhould 


not eaſily baue his will of him. Pet be encouraged him⸗ 


elfe, and pꝛaped his fift@ne tonfederates to bend their eyes 
and heart oneip vpon Primaleon, taring not a ruſh ſ02 the reff, 
and that be would doe the like fo ſet him quickly packing out 


ol this woz!d, in uch ſo2t that this night he would not go lo 


the Pallace fo2 feare leſt the inchaunted Birde ſbould rcueale 
by iome token the plot of his freaſon: the nature of that 


creature being well knowne thzough out all th Countries 


and Frontires « of ths Empire. 
On 
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On the mozrow, arming himſclfe whith a rich and coflp 
Lzarnelle, hee entred with fiftene Rnighes within the geld 
being ſhewed bato Primaleon bp the deuiſe of his Armes, 
whom he knew otherwiſe befoze hee Had beene long within 
the Barriers by bis great Pꝛiowelle: Foz ſo ſone 85 the Cla- 
rions and Trumpets had ſounded the Alarme, bee began to 
doe ſtrange aud marueilous dæds of Armes. 

Which the two Knights of Parrequin ling, thepcrept 
nere him beloꝛe hee was aware, and had her not had his cu - 
ret of pꝛofe well tempered with the fineſt ſtele, thep had 
wounded him ſaze. 

Nenerthelcſſe, h who felt himſelke thus outraged, as a 
Lion aſſailed with two bload-younds, forned towards them 

full of furious chollar, and reaching either of them a downe- 
right knocke vpon the Helmet, ent them lone fo the ground. 

Zhen began Primaleon lo fell a fight, ſkirmiſhing on the 
right hand and on the left, that Perrequin could no longer ſuf- 
ker this bzaue, but taking a Launce, without euer ſpeaking 
woꝛd, ran with all his fozce at his backe behinde, ſo that her 
made him loſe his ſlirrops, and piercing his A-mour, ſcratch 
bis fleſh a little. 

Pou neede not demaund whether Primaleon found bimſelf_ 
moze aſhamed of this encounter, than (ozrp not fo know whoa 
might be the Knight who ſet bpon him in this cowardly ſozt: 
So that farning bꝛidle he after him bꝛauelp beating, him luſti⸗ 
ly. In the meane while Perrequin lod not ſtill but did the like 
to him, as he who deũred nothing els but fo make him quickly 
[ole his life. Recinde who perteiued this ſharpe and cruell 
battell, ſtepping betwerne them parted them fez that time: 
and on the mozroly alſo when they renued the like: WMhereat 


Perrequin grew wꝛath, that he might not haue bis will, albeie 


he feared much the durdy and heaup blowes of bis aduerſarp. 
Then began Primaleon fo take it in dudgeon finding him al⸗ 


ales befozc him offering ſuch faſhion of Combat, fœling ras 


der a moꝛtal 4 bloudp fight, than an excerciſe of ioy e paſtime,

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. moꝛe in tbe Courntp: which fell eut even ſo: (03 
that bpon the mezrom ſcing him with his Launce in his rſt 
fo come amaine bpon him, ſnaſcht anethet out of his Rgoires 
pands quickly, ſaying, alowd in great indignauion.

ous Knight, J know not who pou are, who filled with ſuch a 
kurp and malice againſt me will not ſyffcr me fo be one mi- 

nuteofan houre at quiet. Nenertheleſſe J will ſc now whe? 


© ther J can bncale this fellow, who thinkes to diſpatch him, 
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who nener (as farre as hee knoweth ) offended him in his 
life. 

Finiſhing theſe ſpzxches, hee went to charge him with his 

[word which he th2ult ſo right into the middeſt ol his bꝛeaſt, 
that it ranne moze then a fote and a halſe croſſe thzough his 
ſhogiders, and at that infant ſent him as dead as a Dogge ko 
the ground, pꝛoſecuting his talke fhus. 
Now ſhalt thau leaue me manger typ mallice, who haſt 
dogde mee lo thele tþzce Bayes, that J could neuer keepe thee 
from behinde oz befoze mee: Then in great hardines hurrping 
inte the thickeſt of the pꝛeſle, he charged them ſo couragioullp. 
of all ſides, that ere long he foꝛced all his adnerſaries to turne 
their backs. 

To make a ſhoꝛt abzidgement, dee got alwaics the honour 
ofthe victo2p, as long as tbe Tourney laſted, whereof the 
Emperour and all the Nobles ok Greece were paſſing ioy- 
full of his generoſity, valour and Thinalrie. But let vs

there,foz the earneſt deſire which pꝛouoked him fo do his beſt. 
endeanour in ſome thing which migbt the moze commend 
him to bis deare and beſt-heloued Meliſſa: Therioze the Emo 
perour, who eſteemed bim Highly, told the fig of Hungarie, 
that be ſhould get a god Sonne in law. il he purpoſes fo giQ0 
dim his Daugbter in marriage.

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92 8 much at mp Sonne Primalcon.: fo that fo aca dite mp 
e in part of (atiſfection of the god turnes J owe pon, ha⸗ 
uing done mee this great Honour, fo come and vilite me in 
my hovſe, Jom conlent to giue vou fo2 wife Meliſſa mp nete, 
Dongbier to lo Ponoprable a Bing, as is mp Bother of 
Hungatie: As fo) the perfections of the Infant, ſceing you 
know and (& them euerp dap pour ſelfe, J will nat labour tg 
_ dilate farther vpon her pzaiſe, ſeming fo nice that the ami⸗ 
tte betwane pon and mp Donne Belcar ſhould be farre moze 
inſeperable when the accompliſhment of t913 alliance ſhould 
be conſummate. 
The Knight moft atfenfiucly aſuing care fo the Empe- 
rours falke, bowed himſelfe with a lowly reverence fo kifle 
bis hand, and likewiſe King Friſols, accepting him foz his fas 
ther, and reputing himlelfc fo2 the happieſt Spaniſh night 
that ener let laile toward the Fennes of M-otis,foz that he a- 
lone had tompaſſed ſuch a marriage: tbe which was ſolemnt- 
zed the mozrow after with fo much pompe and a new ſupply 
* Tourneping e Tilting, that Primaleon had leaſure fnoagh 
to ſhew bis ſingular pꝛoweſle e balonr: noꝛ bapned there any 
thing during all tbeſe Triumphes, which diſquieted the Em- 
perour in minde but the death of Perrequin, knowing that be 
was not tbe leaſt of bis faction, foz otherwile he would not 
haue cared fo much foꝛ it. 

When all the keaſts were finiſhed, the Empcrour gaue 
manp pꝛeſents to many Knights, ſending them home moſt 
{opfall men into their owne bonuſes. and countries, And in the 
meane while he ſhewed god cheare, # counſenance, Arnedes 
lolicited by his Ambaſſado2s, demaunded leaus fo returne in⸗ 
to France with his wife Philocriſta, and ſs likewiſe did Re-

manner to Micliilahis nete. Then he commannded fo rigge 
out a ae well ſurniſhed mw all things neceſſary fo:

ſueh a voyage, The King Florendos gaue moꝛtouer mante 
rich and pzettons Jewels to his neces: the King of Hunga- 
rie not fozgetting ts doe the like to his Daughter, with whom 
bee ſent a certaine aumber of his Knights,fo accompany and 
lauegard her home. And if the Empꝛeſle became very ſad at 
the departure of her two Daughters no lelle was the ariefc 
or the two Pꝛinceſle: But foz that they went awap gallantip 
married totheir content, they eaſily fozgot all ſozrowespatt. 
Euery one then taking their leanes, thep betoke themſelues 
fo the lalt water, and ſo well were they tanopred by Zoylus x 
Neptune, that with a pzoſperous gale and a calme Sta, they 
ſone arriued in the Coaſts of Preuence : where Recinde bid- 
ding adew his coſens Arnedes g Philocriſta, followed th e reit 
of his bopage with Melilla. And commaunding to ſingle to- 
wards the ſtrait of Gibralter (Which lieth vetwerne the two 
mountaines, Calpe and Aby las, at this dap called the pillers 
of Hercules, becaule the one of them in Spainc and the other 
in Barbaric, were long ſince by him ſeperated, to navigate 
from the Ocean Sea into the Mediterranian) came fo land in 
the tittie of Cluill, where be was moſt honsurablp receiued: 
- From thence he tobe his tonrnep towards his Citiie Tole- 
do, where the Bing his Father ſoiourned, who was paſling. 
glad of his arriaall ; mo} of all when her heard the reputatti- 
on hoe had gotten in feates of Armes: Inlomuch that going 
from dis Pailace ſo entertaine them toning!y be could no foz- 
beare weeping, ſceing him in ſo god diſpefition: and Melitla 
bis Mike lo (age, beantifuil and berfaens: ©2 at the tirft,he 
Fathcrip embzaced them both, and after that ber had welctom⸗ 
med them with a thouſand welcomes, be led them both 
info his lodging, purpoſing quickly fo lolemnize the Par- 
riage in his Court: which he did, and aftertvards liberal- 
Ip beſtowed many pꝛeſents bpon the Greekes and Hungatri- 
ans which came to accompany Meliila, who retatned all be- 
rie well pleaſed fram him towards King Friſoll their Seue- 
raigne. But the Mꝛinceſſe Philocriſta was received with 
no leſle lumpluoũty by the King of Fraunce and all other

rie well remember: Pet did hee nothing in compariſon ol

there in loue with a very faire and beautifnl! Pꝛinceſle nere 
Colen to Pzince Arnedes, and ſhee likewiſe being inamo- 
ted of tim, did meruallous things in Armes to get her 
further tauour: Inſomuch hat the King, and the Pꝛince 
dis Sonne perceturng fhetr Loues, married them together 
' ſone after: and gaue them ſo great Treaſure fo2 a dowzie, 
that the feaſt being ended, thep returned all to Conſtanti- 
nople, kling the liveralitfe and bountie of the King of 
France.

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Uerte glad was the Giant Lurcon, ſœing Primzleon reaby 
ts enfer the Barriers with him, into which the Empereur 
commaunded the Duke of Pera, t the Carle of Redon fo cau- 
duct him, and fo aſſure bim from all men except from this ene⸗ 
mis: in the meane time there remained not almoſt any per- 
ſon within the Cittie which came not thither to beholde this 
Battaile, euerp man devoutly pꝛaping him in whoſe hands 
are all bictozies, to ſhew fauonr to their Pzince, foz whom 
thep had been in great diſpaire, were it not fo the confidence - 
fhep had, that hee would not fozfake him in this necellitie: 
as in him who neuer abandoneth noꝛ reiecketh thoſe who ar⸗ 
ming themſelnes with true faith, doe build their ſure hope on 
his refuge. ;

at he made lo bozrtble a nople, that hee tercitied all the alli⸗ 


tants, but not him, who hewes 61m with the £emifo2, which 


the Kiiight of the Cloled- Ile had (inthim, which he lo lapd 
on then with all his might vpon his Helmet, that cutting as 


kwo the firings thereo?, hee ſhemed quickely his bare head: 
Taherzbpon Lurcon tel into lo intollerable a phꝛzenzie, that 


being bnable fo defend himſelfe from the fell blowcs of bis 
adurtlarie, he purpoſed to gripe him bp the bodp, thinking to 
diſpaich him that wap: But {oz all that Primaleon kept hime 
ſelfe at ihe popnt of his ſwozd, and with a backe Croke vpon 
the Mazzard, feld him as dead as a Dog to the ground, ſaping:

poſe : And ſach was bis foztune, that a great ſtozme which

But in the meane ſeaſon whileſt Pzince Edward was ia 
highly cſfemed in his fathers kingdome, the Unight Robert

cir᷑uite of the round wozldis there no Pꝛzince who doth de- 
ſerve her better than my lelfe, who lone her ſo perfectly that 
no liuing creature is able to attaine te the height of mp love. 
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The wod-man who heard him ſpeake in (ach a rage, ran 
away as faſt as he could thzough the wods, and Pꝛince Ed- 


wardafter him with ſpe&de : Notwithſtanding bee was not

dan ot Perſia, and fo the faire Pꝛʒinceſſe Zerphita, her whom 
the Emperour Palmerin loued ſo tenderly in his pong peares. 
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This Ladp being fifter to Ledefin, fe2 ber rare and 
great beauty was demanded in marriage by the king of India, 
bnta whom the Soldan ſent her with wonderfull and infinite 

riches, being accompanied with the bzather of the ſaid king of 
India, a moſt magnanimious and valiant Knight, who came 
into Perlia fa accozd the articles of this marriage.

along with bim his Dogge: nenertheleſſe befoze any flepe 
coulo cloſs bs his epes, he ſaw from acozner wherein he was 
couched vpon a little ſtraw, comming into that homely Cell, 
two godlp pong Stags,caſting foꝛth oftheir eyes an admira- 
ble gliſtering, whom aſſone as Maiortes eſpied, he ſtarted bp 
kozthwith, ss if he would haue raſht vpoͤn them furiouſly. But 
it fel out to the contrarp.fo2 they went out againe all the one 
after another, as quietly as iffhep had beene bzonght bp in one

The Dwarfe beſtirred bimlelfe to exetute this charge, 
albeit very mach againſt his minde, (cing his Koꝛd was 
ſo ſ02e wounded , But all things being p2epared, and her 
verp well armed, thos with his Dwarfe be left the Citp, 
enduring great ariefe and ſozrow in bis minde, becauſe he 
knew not what wap the Knight of the Dogge had taken. 
When it was dap, he enquired ſtill after him, vet all to no 
purpoſe, foz the Knight went not that wap. So franc: 
ling thus till night, ba felt himſelle bery faint by reaſon of 
dis hurts, as alſo becauſe he had eaten nolhing all that dap, 
al laſt a Anight returning from the chace met him, and de⸗ 
maunded why be rode fo penſtuely.

Pr imaleon (who at this time ſtod in great nede of this 
kindenefſe) went with him; and alter be was bnarmed, 
the Knights wife came fo 2 his wounds, foz ſhe was well 
ſene in the Art of Pbyſſcke , and lhe tolde him, that needs 
de muſt reſt there ſome few dapes, otherwile he could not 
be holpen, but his wounds would bzing bis life in danger, 
Heereat he griened not a little, in regarde of dis deſire fo 
finde out the Knight ofthe Dogge : NenerthelcNe,be was 
enſs;ced to abide there, his hurts were ſo patnefall fo him, 
and by theſe meanes be eſcaped the Knights, who bp the 
Emperours commandenent were ſent to ike after him,

thereof, crped ont ſo loude that Primaleon awaked : who 
bebolding bis dwarfe to bs wounded bpon the head, her 
quickeip clapt on his Helmet, and in great choller moun! 


ted bimſelfe en hozfe-backs. All the the Knights that had 
derided the dwarfe and his maiſter , ſ&ing dim ſo ready 
pꝛepared,; ranne againſt/bim with their Launces in their

paſſe, J pꝛomiſe. if Gibber faſle in pour revenge : that J 
will neuer ceaſe, till J haue delinered his head into your 
bands, wbicd 1 will not perfozme, as hoping fo merite 
the eſpeciall benent pjefired foz. bim who can execute 
this bengeance, but onely to doe ſuch ſeruice as may ſtans 
with pour liking, Meauen fauour me, (aſd ſhee, fo per- 
fozme this pꝛomiſe, but Jam lo bnfoztunate, as griefe and 
fozment is rather aſſigned foz me, thananp comſozt and 
content : in regard whereof, J could wich no man fo ad- 
. venture this daunger, fo2 much better it is, that a Ladie 


of ſo mall reckoning ag [mp ſelle chonld miſcarrie, than 
man 
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many god Knights, whoſe ſeruice may aduantage th* 
whole wozld , At thele wozds ſhee fetched ſuch behe- 
ment ſighes, as Primaleon toke great compaſſion on her 
and laid. Lady, doe not thus tozment your minde, foz pou 
muſt thinke pour ſelfe to be ſo reckoned and eſtcmed, as 
all Knights whatſoener ought vndertake pour ſeruite, and 
were the warre concluded, heauen will lo (mile on pour 
other affaires, as pou ſhall be at quiet from any diſfor- 
bante.

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The ppꝛinte thus haujng a very mighty armie, enfla- 
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dꝛcad of him, ſo hameſullp fo goe backe agayne bnfo mp 
Countrep, as vanquiſhed with the terrour of bis thieale- 
ning wozds : therefoze J gladly accept his offer fo2 to mo2- 
row, and ere the fight be ended betwerne bs, J will cauſe 
him fo make amends fog the wꝛong be hath done the Dait- 
theſle. hen the Pꝛince bnderſtod this anſwer, be was 
verp angrp, and ſapd , J will make dim dearcly repent 
this arrogancie, Ithinke Gridonizs beantie made him an.

ſhould not n&de to and in feare, foz (by the fauour of the 
Heauens) thep would defend them from any daunger fo 
come. Then Primaleon pꝛeuailed ſo much, as Gibber was 
made Generall of the Armie, who bp his aduice ſo well 
digided the Enemies ſpoples, as none was diſcontented :

ſeruꝛd foz our god and advantage. | 

When they of the Countrie heard this, thep ſet all by 
ſineſſes apart, and troaped together with great top fo be- 
hold him, lo that happie was he, that could firſt ſtep fo2th 


humbly to kiſſe Moſderins hand, euerꝑ one acknowledy, 


ing bim as bis lawfull Sdueratgne. Marvin well noting 
their loue and affect ion, tbzuft the traifour Mauion fozth 
by the head and ſhonlders (foz hee was come thither a- 


mong theother Knights) and thus ſaid aloud. Falſe trai- 


tour, well haſt thou deſerned death, foz diſclofing fo the 
Soldan what he infended : which hadft not thou ſo tre- 
cheronflp perfozmed, wee might the foner haut accome 
pliched what wee goe about. Yee had no-ſoner ſpoken 
theſe woꝛds, but the common people fell on him, t tearing 
him in a number of peeces, rewarded him with a moll 
miſerable kinde of deaſh: Sone after, thep heard of the 
Soldans comming, e therefsze ſtan ding on their own de- 
fence, made themſelnes ſo ſtrong as thep could both by 
Land and Sea: Pzince Edward ſkill bery honozably en- 


-  couraging them, chewing them by reaſons of great fozce, 


that they had no canſe fo doubt oz feare their god lucteſſe. 
At length the Soldan there arriacd, the (ame dap gave a 
moſt furious aſſanlt to the City, with very greathope to 
be poſſeſſed thereof: but thep defended themſelues ſo bꝛaus 
ip, as the enemies ſuſtained no meane loſſe of their men, 
e bp the valeur of Pzince Edward (who perfozmed crc. 
ding rare derdes of Chinalrie) in foure boures ſpace which 
tbe ſkirmiſh endured, moze than fiitie of the Ssldars 
knights were flaine by his owne hand. 

| When 
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When the Doldane perteined that ha and his people 
ſuſtapned the wall, dis men thas murthered eaery where - 
very plttifally, be canſedrotraiteto be ſounded , and belea- 

gred the Ciity very rongly, making d&pe-trenches round 
about it, that none might iſſue fozth, oz get᷑ in to help them. 
All this while Pꝛince Edward made many ſallies out, en- 
damaging the Enemie verp much, ſo that hee became both 
\ knowne and feared, inlomuch as no one durſt abide beſoze 
bim. 

Then certaine Knights (that were abzoad) let Maruin 
ſecrefly vnderſtand, of their good-will and readineſſe to en. 
terfapne Moſderin as their Soueraigne: but they were 
conſtrained to conceale open manifeſtation thereof, becauſe 
they Code in feare of the Soldane, Mhich when Pꝛiuce 
Edward heard, and perceiuing withall, how ſtrictly they 
were kept in bp dffches and trenches : d bethought bim 
on a meane fo (oneft ceaſing this Marre, that he might 
returne to (@ his dinineſt Florida, whoſe picture was en- 
tirely engrauen in dis heart. And becauſe he ſaw enident- - 
lp, that the whole vidoap conſiſted on the Soldans life 6 
death, he parpoſed to goe euen into his owne Tent , and 

there to kill him: wherefoze taking Bellager along with 
him, and foure other Knights beſide;he — div infent 
to Marvin , aduifing him to bzing fozth his Companies 
as (one as might be, fo: de thould heare of a berpſodaine 
reaolt in the field, 

This reſslution made Maruin excteding penſiue and 
doubtfull, becauſe hee fonud great daunger fo be tderein: 
which made him to enfreate the pꝛinte to permit, that a hey 
rald might firſt be ſent to the Soldane, deffring him to take 
trace with his Nephews , which counſel! Pꝛinte Edward 
well liked of and pelded bnts.. Foz this end and purpoſe 4 
Bnight was pꝛeſentlp diſpatched thence, haning charge 
giuen bim befide, that if (he Soldane would not jifen (9 
peace: then to tel btm, that a Ch:itian Knight would vn- 


dertake tbe combat with bim, and let him ſoundip 6 5 
and, 
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ft and, what foule treaſon be had committed: and if then 
ye reful ed peace, he ſhould determinatcly ſet downe his reſt 
neuer to eſcape thence without a moſt cruel! and repzoachs 
fall death. 

Gone (s the Knight fo dellger this Emballage, and 
when he came beloze the Holdan he ſhewd his commiſſion 
on behalte af the young Pꝛinces, which wos fo this cfg, 


That they would pardon whatſacuer he had alrcadp dane, 


and hold themlelues fo be his childzen, luffring him to con! 
tinue iheir Soncraigne while he liued, pꝛonided that (after 
his death ) the eſtate and dignitp might be reſigned to them. 
Tahereto the Soldane (fall ot tre and rage) anſwered: 
C hat one ſhould take the meſenger quickly out of his fight, 
foz he would grauntno peace, but was reſoluedlp deter mi⸗ 
ned to put them to a ſhamefall death. 

The Knight perceining he would make no-acceptance 
of peace, delinered his meſſage ſent from Pꝛince Edward: 
which made the Soldane in ſach extreamitte of choller, as 
he cauſed them to lap hands on the Meral, ano led him out 
of the Campe fo be crnelly executed : many were highly 
offended at this ded, but they durſt neither ſpcake oz cel 
againſt it. 

Maruine and all the rel of bis friends were bherreat a- 
mazed, but Pꝛince Edward (fill entouraging them, condem- 
ned this cruelfie, giuing them to vnderſtend by manp rea- 
ſons, that ſuch diſhonoucable actions could not eſcape with- 
out tot puniſhment. | 

The ſame nigbt the Lozd Admirall (who was named 
Albriſo, the greateſt Lozd that was in Niquea) ſent ſecref- 
ly fo fell them, that be was willing fo woe them ſo much 
as poſſibly he might: wherefoze when they ſhould next ſet 
bpon the enemp, he would furne to their fide,and fake part 
with them. Cath one was glad to heare theſe tidings, but 


thep ſaw no eaſie meants how thep ſhould iſſue fozth fobe 


with him,becavſe of the Trenches andſecref ambuſcaboes 
that round did ingirt — Now Pꝛince Edward , apht 
| tpong 
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thonght he ſfaicy oner-long in compaſſing what he would, 
haning Bellager with him, and foure other Knights,all ar- 
med with the berp woꝛſt Armour they could finde, becauſe 
they intended to paſſe bnknowne . With theſe dis compa⸗ 
ny be got into a Boate in the deadeſt time ofthe night and 
after that they had rowed themſelues farre enough from 
Land , b:foze dap thep came and choared with the enemie, 
landing and going into the Solvanes Campe, as volun⸗ 
tarp men that came to ſerue him: foz from all paris came 
fill freſh ſupplp to apde bim, among whom they paſſe on, 5 
without anp enquirp what they were, and did nothing fo3 | 
two dayes, but nofs euerp thing, eſpecially the defenccs | 
on the land and water ſides. And this withall they percei · 
ned, that ſhonld thep be knowne, it was vfterlp impoſſible 
fo them to eſcape with life: therefoze their ſureſt remedis 
was fo finde out the Lozd Admiralls pauilion and thitber 
to haue recourſe as ottaſton ſerned. At the length, when 
Pꝛinte Edward had concluded on what was fo be done, he 
charged his friends and companions, that when thep were Þ 3 
once gotten within the tent, they ſhould ſtand mankfullp af . 
the entrance thereof fo guard the paſſage. At night, when 
all were quiet inthe Campe, they being come to the Sol- 
dans pauilion (be ſitting in conncell, how to make an ab- 
ſolate conqueſt of the Citfp } there they would haue entred: 
bat an armed Moꝛe that ſtod fo defend the paſſage, would 
not (uff:r them, wen the P2ince dzawing fa2zty his god 
ſwozd gave him (ach a ſound ſalutation therewith, as her 
fel] downe loze wounded, gtving a low crp, whercat the 
2 and all that were in bis tompanp was greatip a- 
raide 
Burt befo2e thep could riſe, Pzince Edward had golten 
in do the Soldane (whom he knew well enough, betauſe 
the two dapes acfoze he had berp well noted bim) and lif- 
king by bis naked Swozd, lapd : Accorſed Traptoor 8s 
thou att, now ſhalt thou dexrelp pay foz the death of thy — 
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The Daldan being mightily amazed, knew not bow fo 
belpe glmlelfe, but caught hien about the middle to call him 
du wie; repoſtag ſone truſt in the ſtrength of his armes: 
wherein he found himlſelfe very mach diſappopnted, fo: ha 
reteiued (ach a ſtroke bpon his head, as cleft it quite down 
bnto bis ſhoulders , and (0 de fell dead at the Pzinces feet. 


Then two of the Soldans Knights caught holds on him, 
and others dzew fo2th thetr weapons fo ſmife him, being e- 


nery one now readp armed withoat- : but he got fw2th of 
their hands to their [mall Aduantage, foz bee was wonds, 
rous ſtrong, and lapde abput bim ſo fartonſlp , as he ſone 
ſent them out of this wozld. 

All that heard this tamult and noyſe which indeed was 
great) made fhitber ſo faſt as thep could, buf Bellager, 
who guacdeo the Tent doze, bchaned bimſelſe berp bar, 
dilp, killing enery one that offered to enter: Nenerthelelle 
be could not ſo long haue ode on this reſiſtance, becauſe 
the people le mainelp thzonged thither, but that pzince Ed- 
ward (who had dilpatched all within) came valiantly fozth 
to affiſt him. Now in regard the. night grew ſtill on verie 
darke, as it was hard fo one fo diſcerne another , the Bol 
dans people furiouſly fongbt with themſelnes not know- 


way to punte Edward and Bellager, who gladlp got them: 
ſelues f92th of the crowde | leauing thꝛe of their Knights 
flapne at the Pavilions enfrance . Bellager being like wile 
wounded, marched on, ſoip to ſ& himſelſe in ſuch a dange- 
rous eſtate: : Bat his princely companion fill chered him 


po, and conducted bim tothe Lozd Admiralls Tent, who 


baatng heard ſo great a tumult in the fleld, came fozth with 


his Souldiours, having diners lighted Tozches carvied 


beioze dim, fo; this night! the Soldane called not him 
to conncell. | 


TAhan he ſaw? Pꝛince E 
died in his hand, and B 


. with his ſwozd ſs blou- 
lager likewile (028 wounded , 
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hee wondered, and dzew neare to know what thep would 
hangs : bat the other Knight, which remayned aliue of the 
foure, knowing the Admiral well, and making ns doubt 
of his ktndneſfe in this caſe, thus anſwered. PpLozd, ſ>& 
h&re P2tnce Bellager, who with his owne hand hath flatne 
the Soldane, and woztbily teuenged bis fathers death, de⸗ 
liuering both pou and be all from our fozmer ſeraitnde : P 
therefoze helpe to defend him, fo2 J dare aſſure pou, her is : ö 
one of the wozthieſf Knights that this day girdeth a ſwozd | 
to his ſive. e 
The Admirall was much ama; ed bereat, and taking 
Bellager by the hand, led him into bis Tent, where he 
cauſed him fo be vnarmed, and bis wounds looked bnfo : 
bauing ſome little knowledge of him, becauſe he partly res <7 
ſembled his father, reiopting withall, that in him had bene 
noted ſuch verfue and valour. 
© When ſome of ths Solvanes people were entre d his 
pauilion, and ſawe their Lozd lie there ſlaine with many 
moze befide, they made a great murmuring, wondering 
who durff be ſo bold ts perfoꝛme ſuch a dd, 4 not know- 
ing what tounſell to take in this caſe, in ſeuerall opinions 
thep paſſed ouer the night . The Lo2d Admirall pꝛeſentlp 
made knowne what was done, fo certayne Knights his 
kindꝛed and friends , and as he held Bellager Nill embzas 
cing _ , thoſe thus being adnertiſed came thither fo ab. 
ſit him, 
Now could not theſe affap2es be kept ſo ſecret, but tho, 
row the campe it was generally bznited , that they which 
had flapne the Sovuldane, were in the Admiralls Tent. 
Btereupon a number of their friends and Altes and kind- 
red (which had this night biene ſlayne) ranne thither in 
baſte to reuenge their deaths: as fo: the Souldane, they 
made no great reckoning of bis loſe, but Coode berp 
ſtoutly vppon the others langhtcr, beginning fo aſſaulf 
ee that were within with lowd chzeekes and molt hozrt- 
ecries, 
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The Lozd Admiratiand his people made fo2th in their 
defence, and Pzince Edward ſ&ing they Code in ncede of 
bis hilpe, crowded amongſt the thickeſt to be with the foz⸗ 


moſt, making ſuch hanocke on euery ſide about bim, that 


it was a ũght molt dzead{nil to behold. Now by the Lo2d 
Admiralls bzane encouraging bis men, they beate backe 
the enemies enen into their owne pavilions, where they 
being bnable to defend tbemſelues, Pzince Edward made 
ſuch a butchering of them, as he thought be offered a moſt 
pleaſing ſacrifice to God, tnlaying the $P@3es , ſhat had 
nepther religion noz pietp. 

Gꝛeatip wondzed the Lozd Admirall at Pzince Ed- 
wards diedes of Armes, and lapd, the pong Lo2des might 
bꝛry well repute themlelues happy by his aſſiſtance. The 
men of the Ceuntrep beating that the Soldane was dead, 
were verp glad thereof, and percetuing the louldiours to 
foziake the trenches, they left the Cittp, and went ſoozth 


into the field alſo. Molderin came amongeſt them with 


all bis U nighis, and Marvin bearing his Kopall ſtandard 
bofa;e him, wherein was io be ſ@ne the Armes of N:quea, 
and thus he cricd alonde bnfo them: Bebold (mp friends 
pour true and lawfol Soutraigne. Then might pou heare 
the field, that ber came in god 
time, and was heartily welcome, each one kneling downe 
and acknowledging bis allegeance. 

During this time, the Lozd Admirall and Pzince Ed- 
ward llew and toke pꝛilonars ſuch as ſabmitted not them- 


ſelues, till thep ſawe tbe dap was fallp obtained, and that 


they were not withſfood by any: then went thep where 


Moſderin was, who alighted from his hozle ſo ſoone as be 
ſawe Pzince Edward, any catching him lopfally in his 
armes, ſapd: 

Py Loꝛd, J am bound to blelle the boure of pour birth, 
fo2 pow haue juſtly and nobly reuenged my fathers death 
- nd by pot am J made Doueraigne of mine inheritance of 

iquea. 


Mar- 
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Maruin deſcending from his hozſe , embzaced him alſo. 
Leane this kindnefſe mp & 02ds (quoth the Bzince) vbntill 
moze convenient leiſure, and let bs make ſure Niquea, with 
the places adiopning, leſt the Souldanes wite gather 
bead againſt pon , and fo come on por againe with a freſh 
moleſtation, 

Then was Moſderin pabifquely declared and receiucd 
as Souldane , his Pelmet being taken off thateuerie one 
migh! ſe him, and there was no lamentation at all foz the 
Soldans death, but a mataal! refopcing lo; this their new 
Gouernour. 

Afterwards pzince Edward was conducted fo the Lo2b 
Adn. calls tent, where bis wounds were dzeſt by expert 
Chirargians, and all the dead bodies were burned in the 
field, except the Doldans and certaine of the knights, which 
mere admitted hondurable bariall. All this being done, the 
Ladie Olimba came thifther,kneling downe at P2ince Ed- 
wards f&fe,and highly thanked him. | 

The new Soldane beſfowed large gifts on ſuch as bad 
bolpen him eſpeciallp on M ruin and his kindzed, and ſo ſef 
on to Niquea , which pꝛeſently reuolted from the Sultana, 
and the with her child2zea were impziſoned in the Caſtell. 

Zhen came thep all to ſweare fapth and homage bn 
Moſderin , deſirous alſo to beholde the Engiiſh P2ince, 
thoſe fame was ſpꝛead thzough all ſhe Countrep, Olimba 
ſtill doing vnto him all the honour ſhe could deniſe, becavſe 
ſh& found her lelle ſo many ſundzy wapes indebted vnto 
him. | 

Afterwards if was conclayed , that the Sultana and ber 
childꝛen ſhould be ſent thence to Aram her father, bat fitſt, 
all the freaſnre of her dec eaſed Lo2d. was ſeazcd and delt- 
nered into the new Sonldanes cuſfedie. Thus Moſderin 
being in peace poſſeſſour and Lo2d of all, by the adniceof 
Prince Edward, recompenced his Well. willers , pardoned 
a ag liued of his enemies, and ſo had the lone ot all his 
üblecks. 
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Uerp faine would bir ill haue kept Prince Eduard 


with him, but knowing what carneſt affatres hee hab, foz, 
bare oucr-much to v2ge him: pet beſtowed he great gifts 
on him, all which the Pzincecommitfcd vnto the Ladie 
Olimba, ko; his ſake to beſtow them as beſt her ſelfe plea

Then Flerida remembzing the comely ſhape of her 
Iulian, reiopted inwardly fi ber ſelfe , ieaſting famltarly 
with ber Ladies and Gentlewomen, in deriſton of the 
Squire and his beantifull Piftreſſe. Camilot ( foz ſo was 
this defozmed Squirecalled) ſe&ing the Pzincefſe, her L8- 
dies and the other Knights thus out him, endured all pa- 
tiently, without anſwering one word: then the Emperoz 
ſpake thus-bnfo him. In regarde (Sir) pou hanegotfen 
pou lo faire a friend, it is great reaſon ſh& ſhould be pleas 
led, fo the end we may behold what por can do fo; her ſake. 
Then Camilot called foꝛ bis Armour, which was moze 
ſtrong than beautifull, and after be was armed by bis foure 
Squires, the Emperour knighted him: whereof bee being 
_ a litle iopfull, turning fowards the Cmperozs knights; 
Now mocke, and ſpare not, epther mee; 02 mp Ladie: 
and ſo bꝛeaking off bis ſpeeches , one of his Squires gate 
him a Garland of Roſes, of ſach ſtrange and variable — 
ours, 
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lours, as the like was neuer ſtene: and no ſ@ncr made hee 
ſhew thereof , but gil the Hall was filled with a moſt hea- 
uenly (wet ſanonr. This Garland was ſef on Maimonds 
bead by her new made Knight,whoſayd : J would ſ& any 
Knight beere ſo hardy, as to take off this Garland, and tur⸗ 
ning to them all, thus pzoceded , Pon ſhall bnderſtand 
(my Lo2ds ) that with great paine and danger J obtapned 
| theſeRvſes , which J do purpoſe fo defend and maintaine 
where J haneplaced them, enen to the bffermoſt abilitie 
' remayning in me: therefoze J beſtech pour Big dnes grant 
mee leaue, to enter the encloſed field without the Pallace 
gate againſt all ſuch as dare combate with me: there will 

J and my Pilreſfe abide ſo long as J fhinke meet, and let 

me le who dare be ſo volde, as to fetch this garland from 
ber bead. | [= 

The Emperour was loath fo gravnt him this libertie, 
pzeluming be might be verp hardp and puiſlant: but the 
Dube of Anemon (who was à gallant peung Knight, de- 
noutly affected to the beautifull Lyſerna, and expected dai- 
ly to entop her in marriage) ſeing the Emperour delapes 
to make him an anſwere, ſtepped ſooath and ſayd. Uhat 
meane pon mp Lozd: Mbp gine pou not Camilot leave 
to enter the fleld⸗ admit him J p2ay pon, fo; pour Knights 
| repute themlelues bighly wionged, to (& this Garland 

ſap lo long bpon Maimonds head. All the reſt affirmed 
what the Duke had ſapd, and the Emperour percefning 
them ſo fo2wardly addicted, grannted Camilotlicenſe to 
enter the Field when be pleaſed : who as one not a little 
lopfall thereof, hymbly thanked the Emperour, and con- 
tinuing on bis ſp@ch,fapd : Know (mp good Lo2d) that in 
my Countrie is a Tre which beares theſe Roſes , on the 
koppe of the higheſt mountaine that was ener ſeene, where 
(till this inſtant ) no one in this wozld , bat my lelfe , hath 
gathered of theſc Roſes, which are of great berfne,and lea 
nen peares fogether wili containe their freſhneſſe and ver- 
dure: with no (mall perill and hazard did Ok o 5 
| | 8 5 L 
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them, beranſe very range wilde beaſts doe kerpe the 


mountaines paſſage, whereof J have llaine many, finding 
my ſelfe wondꝛoully ſtrengthened by my Maimonds love, 
which in deſpight of theſe fierce 2eaſts, enabled mee fe gas 
ther theſe Roles, whereof J made a Garland, to the end 3 
might bzing it hither to iuſtiſie her beauty. 

The @mperour twke great pleaſure in hearing Cami. 
lot ſo amoꝛeus of his hard lauoured and milſ-ſhapen Ladie, 
which cauſed tzim ko ble theſe ſpeches ts the Empꝛelle: 
Doe not pon imagine Padame, that it pon were ſo faire as 

this Damoſell is, you would encourage mee to doe much 
moze foz pour lone, than euer (as pet) J haue done. The 
Empꝛelle calling to minde the golden dapes whereofhs 
ſpake, as one pet ioping in them, anſwered: In ſoth (mp 
XZ ozd) pou ntede bie pp ſuch (peches on mp behalfe , fo if 
pour deedes of Armes were (lloKrafed and famons , peur 
owne vertce, and no matter in me was canſe thereof, Jt 
beſemes pou not to ſay lo (replped the Emperour ) fo2 my 
heart and courage is as god pet as euer it was, to deale 
with Camilar in this quarrell, ez any other Knight that 
dare offer himſelfe, whom J would well give fo bnder- 
ſtand, there neuer was oz ſhall be, any one in this wozld 
fairer than pon. 

With tbeſe words his colonr ſo arole, as if ſome one 


had ſtepf foezth to repꝛooue what be Catd? which made all 


there pꝛeſent bigblp contented: eſpecially Flerida , who 
began but now to love , ſh&refopced to heare what aff:ti- 
on had paſſed betweene ber father and mothcr , hoping no 
leſſe might enſue twixt her and Iulian, if be were a Knight 
and wozthp of her fanour , and in this conteit being car- 
ried beyond her (elſe, th ſaid: Perlwade your ſelfe (my 
R 02d ) that pou haut done greater matters, and with much 
moꝛe reaſon on my mothers behalfe, than euer Camilot 
ſhail oz can doe toz ſuch a homely pece as this is. The 
Emperour and the reſt ſmiled at Fleridaes wozds, Pary 


Camilot was offended, * turned toward her with ſuch a 
cholexricke 
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tbolericke diſdaine, as it ſ@med that ſparkles of fire flew 
from his epes; then with a bery pzowde and a bzeadfull 
voyce, he thus ſpake , Lady, beautie is but badly beſtow» 
ed bpon pou, chewing pour lelte (ſs ſlenderly experienced in 
tour leſiz:: J tell pon, J lone my Maimond as dtrrelp as e- 
uer pou ſhall be loned , were pou farre fairer than pon are: 
and J would ſ& , if pour beantp can pzonocke anp Knight 
| here to the combate againſt me, that be may winnethis 
Garland from her, and therewith adozne pour gap treſſes. 
 Perhappcs you thinke pour ſelfſe maze wozthy thereof 

than cher, but it will coſt berp deare befoze pou can pzoone 
| fo fo:tonate : J haue ginen if Maimond , fn regarde of the 
lode J beare her, and will defend it again all Knights 
whaiſoener , that dare enup mp gift. The Pzinceſſe was 
much amazed when ſhe behclo Camilct ſo angrie againſt 
ber, and hauing ns colour left in her fate, ſhœ forned to⸗ 
wardes the Emperour her Father : who ſmiling at bis 
dangbters fearcfulnefe, ſaid ta Camilor , Goe, get pou to 
the feld, where pon ſhal find to deale with hardy nights, 
and timoꝛous Tadies : if there pon can affright pour ad. 


uerlartes, as pou haue done this poung Damoſell, they | 


will hardly be able fo abide in pour pꝛeſente. J goc mp. 
Lozd (quoth h:) and ſo faking Maimond by the band, 
went foo2th into the Field, and the Emperour caaled a 
Knight fo beate bim companie, who was attended with 
two hundꝛed hozſe, leſt anp ſhould offer him pztuafe iniu⸗ 
tie. Thus is Camilor gone bnfo the place appopnted foz 
| Combats;, where he erected 3 pavilion fo2 his Ladie and 

Piltreſſe. 
| Now as concerning h/z de ſpeches to the Empe- 

rour, thep were very cerfaine : foz the Counfrep people of 
Gorgata arc barbarons, wilde and fierce, the whole J20- 
vince full of mighty Pountaines, butting onthe confines 
dl Greece towards the @quinogiall. 

This Squire, fo2 the loue of bis Maimond, 8 2.02des 
Daughter al that Countrep, hauing a huge Pace of * 
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in bis hand, aſcended the Pountapne whereof he (pake 
befoze, onely | to fetch ſome of thoſe goodly Roſes , where 
be flew divers Lions, Tigers, and other dzeadfull beaſts, 
by means whereofhe grew lerne, haughty and arrogant: 
to neuer any man befoze durſt attempt thoſe mountaineg, 
though by diuers Pagitians many had biene given to by- 
derſtand, that there was a Tree which bare thoſe Roles, of 


ach ſoueraigae bertue. Noz did Camilot 02 Maimond ride 


on bozſes, as others bſe lo doe, but on ſtrange defozmed 
beaſts. that being moze wilde whereupon her rode, than 
the other whereon dis Lady was mounted, reſembling ras 


ther a Pule than a Hozſe , but that bis bead was great 
and round, like to a Lions, pet light and quicke enough 


in pace. 

No falke was now in the Court of any thing elſe but 
theſe twaine, becanſe enery one wontzed at their range

{ag : Dear elp ſhall that pzowd Knight pay foz bis abuſing 
pou: Which words her had no ſoner ſpoken, but bee re- 
pented bis raſhneſle, becanſe all her Ladies wers within 
hearing of them , wherefaze taking better care to his ſp&- 
ches, her pꝛocded thus.

herebp , foz Camilot was as frcth at the laſt aſſault as the 


firſt, vanquiſhing them all, ſo that two of fhem payed their

in the meane while he went to behold Camilots behantsz, 
where ling him banquiſh th;z& Knights one after ano- 
tber, he remembzed how the Parques and the County hav 
the woꝛſt, thzongh default in their bozſes, which made him 
conclude to deale with him on fote .

nerſe with him, ſaying.

ing pou lone her, to ſuffer pon to continue in this plate: 
ſhe bath fold me what talke paſſed betwerne you, how pou 
diſcloſed pour ſelke to be a Knight , and fo? her lone pon 
fained pour lelfe to be the Gardeners ſonne : alſo, how you 
purpoſe ts enter the Combate with Camilot, that (þe map 
diſcerne ſome pꝛoofe of pour Chinalrie : But ſhe is not 
deſirous fo (& it, neither would with pou hazard pour ſelfe 
againſt ſuch a dinelliſh furie .

So walking backe againe 
toward the company, Fletida ſone after returned to ber 
chamber, where the abſence of the reſt ſo well fitted her, 
as ſh2 would ne&des know whot had paſſed bet werne At 

taida and her Louet: whereon the Lady thus began fo 


enſue hcreon,foz J neuer beard a man better indued with 
iudgement than bee, which plainip cbewes him to be of 
ſome great Parentage:foz albeit J ſaid fo him all that ye 
gaue me in charge, demaunding likewiſe to know further 
concerning his eſtate, pet is he ſo wiſe and ſecret to him- 
ſelfe,as he will diſcloſe to me no moze than be did befoze. 
Flerida was glad to heare her imagine him of ſo great 
birth, and affecod him the better, in that fez her ſake be 
would thus abaſe bimſelfe, repucing bim verily to be 4 
god tinight,becanſe be made no moze reckoning of fight- 
ing with os, 6 in being ſo care ſull of his 
pꝛomiſe:

As thus in griefe ſhe [ate medita⸗ 
ting, ſhe eſpied the Gardeners wife comming foward Her, 
to whom immediatety thus ſhe ſpake : UWhat is become 
ok pour ſonne, that Jſe& him not here as J was wont to 
doe? Madame (quoth ſhe) be is gone abꝛoad about ſome 
netellarie buſineſſes, but be will quickly returne and at- 
tend pour ſernice, foz ſo he pꝛomiſed me at his departing. 
God graunt he doe ſo anſwered the Pzinceſſe,fo2 inſoth Y 
toke great pleaſure in talking with him, becauſe der [: /« 
med ko mee diſcreet and well gonerned, 

Now lo the end her Ladies and Damoſelis ſhould not 
any Wap grow ſuſpitions of her, though her friend wer- 
abſent, pet ſhe frequented fill the Garden, ſhaddowing 
ber paſſions ſo mach as poſſibly ſhe could, taking no other 
delight, but when ſhe& ſate deviſing with Attaida, ſhc top- 
ed ſhe ſhoald now le ber Iulian 8 Knight at _— wt

but be returned not fo (one as (he expected, foz Zaidell 
(whom Paiace 8d»ard had ſent to fetch his furniture) 
could not finde Bellager, beca e he was tidden on hun. 
ting karre from thente, foz de foke great delight in that 
exerciſe, eſpeciallp hauing the god Dog Maiortes with 
bim, which Clodion bzought at bis comming tbether, 
wherefoze Zaidell was enfozmed fo tranaile lo farre fars 
ther foz bim. 

Uhen Bellager underſtod that Pzince Edward ſhould 
combat againſt a knight ofſach valoz, bee would nedes 


 hinzſelfe goe lee the fight, and diſgutſing bimlelfe in the 


babite of a Perchant, went on along with the Squire, 
who bzonght P2ince Edward ſecretly to a place called 
Saint Georges Tarras making it fall eight dayes befoze 
thep came to Conſtantinople: in which time Camilot had 
perfozmed verp hanghtie derdes of armes, there being not 
one Knight in the Court able to vnderſtand him. 
Mereat the Emperour was ſo diſcontented, that he 
was manp times minded to enter the field gimſelfe, to 
recouer this ſhame and derpe indignitie: but the Empꝛes 


pergeining his vuer- much fozwardnes, inſtantip intreated 


bim from ſo raſh a purpoſe. 

The Pzincelle Flerida was likewiſe in a wonderfull 
perplexitp, when the ſaw fonre daies were paſt, in which 
time Iulian had pꝛomiſed to reuenge her cauſe, and now 
be tame not to pcrfozme his woꝛd: this made her now be- 
rily imagine, that he came thether but with an intent to 
neguile ber, and all ſpeches paſt on his behalfe, worre fa- 

+les and btcerly falſe. 


But alas, full little dzeamed! the on her Knights heaul- 


nes, when in al this time he ſaw that Zaidell returned nof, 


gladly would he baue gone to ſ&k him, dad he knowne 


any certaine place where to finde bim: pie Pzince, 


be knew not what tolap, but late bemoaning his hard foz- 
tune, that thus he ſhonld bzeake his firſt pꝛomiſe to his 
Ladle ; but when he * Bellager E his Squire come 

together, 
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together, how topfull be was, Jlcane ts pour imaginati- 
on, He embzaceo them loningly one after another, and 
carne would hane queſtioned where Zaidell had ated all 
this while He was abſent, but loath to lo ſe ſo long time in 
trill'ng. bee paeſently armed himleife, foz pet he had dap 
light enough, and willing Bellaget to follow bim by ſome 
| other wap, he mounted on hozſe backe, and galloped as 

maine till he came to the field, where Camilot ſate very 
fmperioufly,becanſe all that day and the other befoze, no 
one came ſozth to offer him the combat: which made dim 
( puffed bp with glozp) aloud to deliner fozth theſe ſp&- 
thes. | 
Me thinkes the Knights ofthe Emperours Court, that 
made ſuch derifion of me and mp faire Piſtres, are much 
altered from their fozmer behagtonr,foz now al the ſhame 
remaineth on their heads. Jt is bigh time J ſhoald now 
get me gone, ſceing none dare come into the field againſt 
me. As foz2 pou Padame (quot he to his faire Saint) be 
dolde to tearme pour ſelfe the fa(reſt Ladie in the wozld, 
and lap pe haue iuſt cauſe fo*lone pour ſeruant Camilot. 
Maimond was highly delighted with theſe wozds, ſhew⸗ 
ing her (elfe berp affable bnto him, and deſiring him that 
with ſped they might now depart thence: whereupon Ca- 
milot cauſed his Pantlion to be taken vp, lading it on his 
| beaſt, and thus awap he would. 

When the Emperour (woe tod with bis Barons at a 
window of his Pallace) beheld his pꝛide and tnlolence 
in him, he was exfreamly impatient : the P3inceſfle Fle- 
rida being pꝛeſent, and noting this likewiſe, who knowes 
how heanilp the toke if, elpeciallp becanſe lulian came 
not focombat,acco2ding as he had pꝛomiſed he would. E · 
nen at this verp inſtant came Pzince Edward thether, 
wha alighting from bis hezſe, willed the guard fo permit 
entrance, whereto the Captaine of them thus anſwered. 
J woold ceanlell pe (mp friend) to ſuffer Camilot fo de, 
bart now he is going: fo me thinks p24 are no latch likelp 
f man 
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man at armes fo deale with bim, neuer make pꝛoſe of 
pour valour here, tealt the fight fall oat moze perillous 
than peu are able to cnbure. Knight ( anſwered Pzince 
Edward) I pzap th beſfow no connſel on him that aſkeg 
ther none: if Camilot be going, Ile be ſo bolde (by bis 
leaue) as to make bim ſtap a little longer: and hauing 
tbus ſpoken, they luffered him quietly to enter the field. 
The Emperdur meraailed. when her ſaw him come in. 
notknowing whonce 02 what be was, and generally they 

reputed him to be but lo me new made Knight. Now te- 
ioptes the Pzincefſe / not a little) when ſher beheld him, 
pet fearefull withall leaſt he ſhould any wap miſcarrie, (4 
that ber conntenance gaue teſtimonie of her inward al. 
teration, and loking on ay! wu gaue her a ſigne where- 
by to telt her, this was her Iulian: which thee lik ewiſe 
quickly percetued, but dutſt ſay nothing fo her, becauſe 
De law there was no fit/oppoztunitie, and beſte, both 
feare and iop would not now admit her to ſap anp thing 
at alt. = 
13zince Edward ſetting the popnt of his [word fo the 
ground, loktziig on Camilot, ſatd, Sir Knight, diſmount 
thy ſeife ſpedely, fo2 J would rather combat thee on fote, 
thcn on that ſtraunge ill-faudured Beaſt, by whole 
meanes thou haſt onercome ſo manie god knights, whole 
bozſes were affcighted by that bgſp monſtcr. The Em⸗ 
peraur and all the reſt which heard him, affirmed he had 
caid rightlp, condemning themſelves verp much fo2 thin- 
king thereon no ſoner. Camilot pꝛeſentip alighted, ſay-

ing: Thou (halt not imagine (wzetched Knight) that 1

(without anp other {pxches betwene them) they laid on 
each other ſionfly and ſtearnly, Now, albeit Camilot 
was of great ſtrength, Jaince Edward therein went pet 
ſsmewbat bepond him: beſide, he had better ſkül in hand- 
ling his weapon, as ailo was very adiue and nimble. * 
| Fen ea 
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eaſtiy be anopded his Enemies blowes, and ſone gave 
him to vnderſtand, that he had met with bis Maſter, 
The Combat betwene them was berp fierce and cruell, 
continuing a whole houre together without anp ceaſing, 
the Emperaur and all the reſt much ad wiring the verkue 
and valour of the pong Knight, being meruailous deſ7- 
tous to know what he was, but the Pꝛinceſſes iop crc@- 
ded all compariſon, when ſhe perceined ber lulian fo be 
lo hardie and vallant. whereon ſhe could not chuſe but ſay 
thus to her felte: The heanens pꝛotea my Knight, 
and ſtrengthen dim te duercome honourablp bis batefull 
enemy. | 
All tbis while the Engliſh Pꝛinee (who did all bis en. 
deauour to be Conqueronr, and wilnes his balour fo all 
the nights there pzeſent) caſting bp his cycs, beheld 
how the P3zincefſes colour came and went, with feare 
leaſt onght but well ſhould befall him, and being ſoundlp 

perſwaded ſhe knew it was ber, bis frcngth and courage 
renewed in ſach ſozt , that he beſtowed the ſuch bfolent 
ſtrokes together vpon his aduerſarte, as made him ſtag- 
ger to and fro amazedlp: foz halfe his (hteld was fliced a- 
wap, and grieyouſly was he wonnded on that arme be- 
ſide, o as his ſhield could now no longer ſtand in ſtead fo 

defend him. 

Camilot perceiuing his owne erfremitie. and nothing 
but immediate death was now befoze bis epes,likea mad 
dogge he ran bpon the Pzince, to catch hold of him with 
his other arme, hauing thzowne awap his ſwo2d, but 
Pꝛince Edward being nimble, ſuddenly ſtepf backe, and 
gaue him ſach a ſtroke on the arme wherewith he would 
have taught bim, as it was thereby able fo doe him 
no longer ſernice, wherefo2e /thzongh the grienous paine 
and ertreame anguiſh be felt) dee was conſtrained thus 

bn exclaime and crp vpon bis hard Deſtenie, crying a- 

mm 

Molt. — that J am, fo be thus vanquicht by * 
of 
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of whom J made no account at all. As thus herancd by 
and vowne, the bled iſſued from one of his wounds in 
ſach abundance, as hee could hardly ſtand any longer on 
dis fte. Now (quotty Pince Edward fo him) let bs ſa 
pe goe baunting benee with pour [wet Piſtreſſe: and 
ſtepping then ſuddenly to him, gaue bim ſuch a blow ag 
fcld him to the ground, when letting dis fot on dim and 
cutting the lace of dis helmet, (without ſhewing any pit. 

tie) pzeſently (mote his head from his ſhonlders, ſaping: 
S&now how thy glozy is bzought info ſubieaton: bœrt- 

after be not ſo bolde againe to offend them whom then 
wert neuer wozthp to ſerue. 

Now could not the great iop of the Emperour and his 
Barons be expꝛeſſed, when they beheld the ouerthzow of 
this monſtreus diuell: and Maimond (beholding her lo; 
net thug llaine) was ſo extteamelp diſpleaſed thereat, that 
ſmfting the beaſt ( whereon ſhe late mounted) with a (mal 
wand which ſhe held in ber Land, J will abide bare no 
longer (quoth ſhe) fo2 feare that Knight bereaue me of 
my Garland. The Guard would haue with-beld and Cal- 
ed her, but ſhe laid luch blowes bpon his beaſt, that be ran 
awap ſo lwiftip, as none could ouer-take him, PÞzince 
Edward beholding ber eſcape thus awap, warcd excæting 


angry thereat,and albeit he was verp ſoze woundeo, pet 


would he nedes make aſter her immediately, to reconer 


the Garland, the hope of all his paines. 


Euerp one there pꝛeſent highly commended the Knigbf, 


but eſpectallp the @mperonr, who curſed Maimond fo; 


her diſhonozable getting awap in that manner. Now 
there were divers that imagined this Knight to be Pri- 
malcon, but the Emperour ſaid it could not be his ſon, be⸗ 
rsuſe this other was taller and better ſe! in body than Pri- 
malcon: hereon Dake Zolome repliped, that if hee re 
turned not with the Garland, it wer god ſome ſhould ride 
aftec to enquire what be was. Unable am J to expꝛelle 
the wondertall gladnes of the Pzinceſfe, myo rs 
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ber lelt, ſaid: Ah wonderful, who might this woztby knight 
be? J thinke the wozld confaines not bis like. my Bio- 
ther Primaleon onelp excepted : J pzay God that Mai- 
mond haue not the power to ſcape him, Now when ſhe 
ſaw Attaida had gotten berp ne&re her, with the teares in 
der eyes, che thus pzocckded: What thinke pe (Siſter) of 
(he great vertue remaining in Iulian? Now am J rid of 
all 1 that he is a R night, as alls diſcend ed of ſome high 
linage, noz doe J repent the lone mp heart hath beſtowed 
on him, ſeeing he bath made ſo god 7 of his baloz and 
wozthinefle. 

Pꝛince Edward rode on, enquiring gill foz Miaimend 
of all he met with, and they tolde him which wap they 
ſaw her riding : but although be was very well monnt= 


ed, pet all this dap he could not reach her, ſuch was the 


ſpedie pace of her ſtrange miſhapen beaſt. At night bee 


came to a Md, at the entrance whereof were many (e- 


verall wapes;.and he not knowing in this caſe what be 
ſhould doe, concluded fo reſt there till the next Pozning, 
when perhaps he might meet with one oz other, by whom 
ke ſhould learne (ome fidings of her. Reſolning thus, be 
alighted from his hozſe,tping him vnder a tree to feede,and 
not long after he eſpied Bellager and Zaidell, who haning 
(#ne the combat, and the canſe which conſtrained him in 


luch halt from the field, they galloped likewiſe after bim, 


bnable to ouertake him vntill this inſtant. 

It is well knowne what greeting is among friends 
when tgep meete,eſpectally after a fight of ſuch honozable 
[mpoztance, which wanted not (J warranf pe) now at 
this pzeſent, as thep ſat by Pone light, diſcourſing on 
diners matters, while Zaidell vnarmed bis Maſter, and 
dielled his wounds with a pꝛetious Unguent, which the 
Lady befoze had ginen him. After thep had refed a god 
part of the night, ( eſpectally the Pꝛince) who was //berp 
vearte, at length the dap began fo bꝛeake: and as they 
were read ts mount oh Magi i; thep beþeld r 

mone 
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mond hard by them, who had done nothing all that nighe 
but tid vp and dewne in the wod, and when ſhe thougdt 
her ſcife furtheſt cff,was now neareſt her enemie. Ho ſa⸗ 
ner had the Pꝛinte eſpyed her, but leaping lightly en 
hozſe-backe, called aloud to her, ſeping : Tarte, tatie, thbg 
defozmed creature, foz ihon neither muſt no: ſhalt Eſcape 
me ſo. When ſhe heard theſe wo2ds, he knew him by 
bis bopce, and began to ſp&be away as fall ag ſhe could: 


farrehad ſhe not ridden, but ſhe met with fovre Knights. 


two whercof were clad in berp rich Armour, to whom 
ſhe ſaid. Helpe gentle Knights to ſhield me from this trat, 


tour, who lerkes to murther me and beareawap my Gare | 


land. A ſſuredly doubt not ( quoth one of them in rich At- 
mour) he ſhall not doe pon anp ſnch wong: and taking a 
Taunce, came into the midſt of the wap, ſaping. Stap 
Knight, and let the Ladp goe whom thus thou purſueſt, 
fo2 J will hinder the from doing her any ininrie. To 


pour owne coff (replped P2irice Edward) take pe this 
quarrell in hand, fo2 ſhe duth me wzong and Z offer her 


none, the beares awap the Garland which is mine by 
right. Come, come,quoth the Knight,let bs haue no moze 
wozds,foz you and J will otherwiſe end thts controuerſte. 
Thos ran thep againſt each other with luch violence, as 
fbctr Launces flew bp ſhiuered in the apze, and their bo:

pleaſed him this wap to ozder'it , it becommeth vs to be 
patient, ano deſire him to graunt bs bengeance on him 
that dew him. J heartily pꝛap foz it (laid the Dutcheſſe) 
and that it map be with (p&@d : but Primaleon laid within 
bimſ elfe, Jhope the Heauens will ncuer ſuffer it. : 

Notwithſtanding ail the bitter wozds they bſed againſt 
him, who ſtod and heard them, be neuer changed counte- 
nance; but pcrſwadeo bimſelfe , when thcy ſhould know 
it was he, no one durlt be ſo bold as lap a hand on him, 
koꝛ he putpoled to eniop Gridonia by faire means oz fozce, 
as foz other matters, he had no leiſure fo tbinke on, Af. 
ter a multilude of ceremonious welcomes,thep entred the 
Cittte, and the Doutchefſe went bnfo the chiefe Church, 
where the King her bzother lap infombed : there they 
found the Nacene, with a ſiſter of hers called Rianda who 
in her company dad lined there in the Court. 

Tbe Nueene entertained the Dutcheſle, and Rianda 
Gridonia, each fide lamentably complaining foz the kings 
death: and Primaleon ſtanding by thew, ſaping neuer a 
word, but hearing himſelte curſed, banned and thꝛeatned 
fo; the death of Perrequin . The County Maſarin tondu-

Now the new made Qucne and ber mother 
tonſulting with the Countte and others, what was moll 
nedfall in thele tronblous times fo be done, thep concly- 
ded, that a mellenger ſhonto be ſent to Fein ee , com- 


maunding him fo depart the Bingdome, and lurrender bp 


ſach places as be had taken: in ſo doing, he ſheald be has 


noursbly dealt withall, and eſteemed as ber noble Pe 


phew : otherwiſe, ſhe would warre againſt him as her 


deadly enemp, and thus in meane while they made readie 


all warre-like pꝛouiſion. hen Griſtamo heard what 


was thus commannded, he anſwered tye olde Nuene in 
this manner: That he had no intent to give ouer bis cn/ 
terpaiſe , bod if (he pleaſed to let him eniap her Daughter * 


as his wife, be would be her obedient ſonne, and doe ber 
ſuch high ſeruices, 8s ſhe ſhould well account of. The Am⸗ 
baſadoz returned this anſwere , which being dclivered

What anſwer is this which Griftamo ſends me- J glad- 
jp won'd conſent fo his demaund, fo ſave blogT-Hed and 
ſpople of our kingdom, but therein ſhould both mp daugh⸗ 
fer and J bꝛeake a ſolemne bowe which wer haue made. 
Now becauſe the greater part offhe Councel were of this

The Coun 
tie by na meanes would gain-(ap bis ſonnes opinion, but 
atlowed it , as agreing with the Quenes ofvne deſtre:

which was defended with the . and there de reſolued 
fo expect what dis enemy would doe. be County and 
Primaleon befieged him pzeſently by land, and becauſe 
the newes of Griſtamos death was generally diſperſcd, 


the Nucnes Armie daily increaſed mightily, Ritano, fe

Grelto, being a hardp night, and delirous to reuenge

had not bene fn this corflict, bscauſe bis wounds were 
not tbꝛonghlp healed, came and comfozted the Ccunty. 
pzomiſing he Would reuenge bis death wbich happened 
as (pe haue heard) onelp ihzough enup in Ritano, that 
Prinaleon ſhould any wap be thought better than he. At-

toutred, he came to the lame place where Ritano firſt lod- 
ged his fozces, and eight dates togetger remained quiztly 
(here, pet enermoze ſtanding on bis owne defence, In 
ide end, Greſto thinking to obfaine the lie honsar as 
bee did 'befoze againſt the Counities ſonne, one mo:ning

bery much Noſoner did Primaleon heare the nope of

Manp were ſlaine in very little ſpace, and Greſto did bis

Torques, who was on that ſive, ſceing this new come 
ſuttour, and not knowing whence they were, enconra- 
ged his men, commanding them ſet (caling ladders fo 
the wall, and was the firſt that mounted on them, Prima- 
eon loking backe on Torques his ſhip, and knowing 
by the Streamer ko whom it belonged, imagined it was 
he which aſcended the wall: and getting bp ſo ſone as be 
by another ladder, they two were the firſt that entred the 
Citie, charging ſach as reſiſted them ſo valtantlp, as not 
one darſt abide, but was glad to giue them wap. Mben 
Troile and Ledefin ſaw that they on the ſea fide bad reco⸗ 
uered the wall, ch@ering on their men, they dꝛew nere to 
the Gate, becanſe thep which befo2e defended it, were re- 
tpꝛed ta aide them atthe Pozt : : and puſting fire fo the 
Gate, in ſhoꝛt time burnt it downe and entred, where 
hep made lach a laughter in everpſfrete,as infreatie oz 
lubmiſſton laued no mans lite thep met withall.

while he liues to beare armes againſt her, pꝛouided, that 
the king of France (in lie manner) ceaſed his warring 
on him. All matters being thus pacifted, the olde Dutch- 
eſle (bp the aduice and conſent of all her Knights) conclu⸗ 
ded on the martage betwerne Viceda and Troile, in re- 
tompence of theſe ſernices,and thankefalnes to the Em- 
perour foz his god aide ſent her, being well pleaſed ta 
match in ſach an honoꝛ able alliance.

All wbich (quoth be) will be very (p&edelp, and let mg 
regoeſt this of pe, ſome two 02 tze dapes bence fo be in 
the Hall with the Emperour, loz then will J be there, and 
receive ſoch vigour from pour divine pzeſence, as ſhall 
enable me to conclude the A duenture. Sh& pꝛomiſed to 


be there at the time appointed, and ſo ſpent moſt part of 
the night thus commur:ig together, till at length they 


were enſo2ced fo part each from ather. 
lulian obtained leave of the Gardener, to be abſent 
thence fo2 ſome thze 02 foure dapes together, alleadging 
ſuch an excuſe, as he could not miſlike, and finding Za. 
dell, he (aid, they muſt ntedes goe to the Lady Olymba : 
ſo riding along by Saint Georges arme, they came to the 
place where Bellager remained with bis fiter, they be. 
ing not a little glad to ſe the Pꝛince, becauſe it now wss

It is be- 
rie true mp Lord, anſwered inte Edu ard the cauſe of 
gur comming hither is to fe that Galle, ſo much admi- 
red pot not as men in ſolentiy perſwaded that we can at- 
kaine to the Aduenkurers perfozmance, not tmagining ſo 
e-0udlp of our dale; and ablen:s: well may we mife the

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and obſcure, as indexde it did, Flerida knowing her luli- 
an, meruailed what Knight this was in his company, as 
allo to ſ& them both lo richly armed, whereupon ſhe ſpake 


thus to her lelle: Jn oth J baue luſt cauſe to complaine 


oflulian,who will tell me nothing of his pꝛiuate affaires, 
neither what bee is keepes company with him, the next 
time J converſe with him, J will not leaue him till he tell 
me the truth of all. 

All this while ſhe eyed her loner earneſtly,ſo did he like» 
wiſe her, llently intreating her gracious aſiſtance, and 
as he toke the Glaſle fozth of Bellagers hand, adnancing 
himſelfe fozward, and denoufly contemplating ber moſf 
Angel-like counfenance, be ſoftly (afro : Now Madame 
oz neuer, let pour beaueniy beauty helpe me. No ſoner 
had he turned the Glaſſe in his hand, but there pzeſen(ly 
iſaed from it ſach a b2ightneſſe and ſplendour, as if it had 
bene a ſadden flaſh of lightening, and the glaſs which 
bas ſo blacke and dimme, now appeared as it had bene 
cartouflp polliſhed by ſome rare wozkeman.

Primaleon refoyced exceedingly at this bis delfnerance,

Po2eoner, 
ſo ſone as his wounds were cured, hte (ould goe to Con- 
ſtantinople, and attend there the comming. of Primaleon 
kde Emperours Sonne, lo whoſe mercy he ſhould ſubmit 
bimſelfe, and pꝛoteſt continuall alleagtance to him. Bey 
ſide (quoth he) if thou chance ie be there befoze mp ſelſe 
can come fhither,kife(on mp bebalfe)the Emperozs hand, 
and tell him, the Knight that wone the Pyzrour, ſent tha 
fo him: and thus per( wade thy ſelfe,foz my ſake, the Em 
perout wil both loue and honour the. In perfozmance 
of all this,an(wered the Giant, J will not faile, and ſeale 
the lame by my (olemne oath befoze ali theſe Knights here 
pzeſent. Be was iopkull, and reputed it a great grace, that 
bee had not btterly loſt the Alland, wherefoze ſending to 
ſ#ke his wife, ber cauſed her to beſfow ſamptnous gat 
ments on the Ladp and her daughter, doing them ſuch hos 
noar beſide,as they con!d no wap be diſconfenfed. 
Pꝛince Edward (&ing it was time foz him fo depart 
thence, left the Giant, who gaue him a god hozfe,where- 
of he made a pzeſent to Primaleon. Gatarufrom point io 
pdint obſerued all his pꝛomiſes, and in chozt while after,

All the Knights in 
the ſhips tame to welcome him very toptully, dcfiring par · 
don fo2 their baſtines to be gone tdence, which he remit⸗ 
ted, and thanked them moſt kindely. The Damoſell that 
condacted Pzince Edward, was glad likewiſe when the 
faw him returned, intreating him to make baſte, foz ſhe 
might tap there no longer. 

Faire Damoſell, quofh peimalcon wꝛong bs not ſa 
much, as to rob bs of "this gentle Knights company, bide 
with vs one dap moze,if no farther favour may be gran, 
ted. It map not be, ant wered the Damoſell, becauſe it 
is moze then time w& were gone already ; (&ing pou are 
at liberty, let bs depart, and thanke Foztunefsz guiding 
bs hither, elſe pour trouble had endured a farre longer 
time J thinke no! otherwiſe,replyed Primaleon: Shall 1 
then goe along and beare por companp : No, anſwered 
the Damoſell, J dcſire no moze but heavens aſſiſtance, 
ano this Knight onelp.

The Meſſenger being returned ko Pdlaneine; and de- 

linering this courteons anſ were, together with ſame ad⸗ 
diuons of his owe in generall commendation of all the 

Unights, ſtrangers, but elpeciallp in pꝛäiſe of Primaleon, 

he ſemed their chicfe Commander, Palantine with all 
[&d2 went fo his Father, cerfif; ing him of the indiffe⸗ 
tent emaund of the new-arined Lnights ; who pzeſent- 
lo cammanded his Sonne to retarne backe againe to giue 
Primaleon aſſarante fo: his landing, ſ&ing hee requeſted 
i in ſach kriendiy manner.

Sir, anſtocred Pajantine, the moſt inbabitant part ok this

uer bee wpudeth, (ſuddenly comes a number moze of bis 
Patagons fo helpe him: in regard whereof, wer finde it 
better fo2 vs, not to meddle with him, erpecting when the 
deauens will rike him by his band, freing the wozld and 
bs (that wap) from his hoxrible kpzannie.

malcon,wbso was defirous fo make himſelte there ſpoken 
of by ſome action of hanour, wozthpnoteand fame: and 
doubting leaſt Palantine would not guide him direaly 
to mete with Patagon, beholding likewiſe how eueiy 
one lept ſottip hee aroſe, and taking no bodp with him 
but his Squire Purentc, ſfratcd ſo farre from them in the 
nights ſeaſon, as when mozning appeared he found him⸗ 
ſelle in the mioſt of a faire ſpacious wod. 


At length be eſpied Patagon, who bad hunted tberea 


bout, and was now gining his Lyons their ſœs, at which 


' fight Primaleon greatly reiepced. Patagon ſœing him, 


thinking pzeſently this was a pꝛap pꝛouided fo; him, im- 
mediatelp let flip hzs Lyons,  barfned them on againſt 
tbe Knight; who being mounted on the bozſe that Gata- 


ru gàue bim,e(&ing the Lpons come ſo furisuſly againſt. 


bim,leapt lightly from his hozſe,when the Lyons (not te. 
garding bim)ſet both vpon the hozſe very gredilp. Pa- 
tagon croſſing an arrow in his bow,let flye at the knight, 


but bis Armour being of god pzaofe, it did not hurt him, 


and be making toward him, gane dim (ach a thzuſt with 
his Launce, as it pierced quite thzongb both his legges. 
Paragon feeling himſcife wounded , ſnatched fozth ihe 


Launce againe, and darted it af the Knight, whe eſpted 


it comming, and therefoze quickly ſtept aſide , ſetting 
band to his ſwoꝛd to dꝛaw it fozth : but Patagon hauing & 
great Conrtlar, (mote (ſo ſtrongly therewith vpos the 
Knights Dhictd, that be cleft it in two parts,foz which he 
was regaited with two ſuch ſound ſtrokes, as Patagon 


imegined himſclfe moze than halfe tead already Mbere⸗ 
loze, gc both his bow and Courtlax on the ground, 


and 
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x fozgetting to cal fo2 belpe with bis Coznet,he ran to get 
ſepzement on his enemies body, thinking to ſtrangle him 

betwerne his armes: but he ſuddenly gaue backe and wat⸗ 
ched him (ach a blow with his ſwoꝛd on the right arme, 
that he pated away moſt part of the fleſh, cutting cf bis 
hand likWiſe, which fell downe to ide ground. Pow 
thzongh the grienons paine he felt by his wounds, as alſo 
his loſſe of bled, which eyed the graſſe round abovt him, 
he was ne longer able to ſtand on his legs, but falling on 
the earth,roared ſo dzeadfollp, as it would haue rerrified 
the very Couteſt heart in the woꝛlo to heare him. At this 


noyſe, the Lyons fozſoke the bozſe, running toward the 


Knight with wonderfull fory: now if od him on to be 
hardp and baliant,foz the Lyons rent bis armoz in diuers 
places, giuing him (withall) foure o2 flue great wounds: 
but he thzuſt bis ſwozd though the ones belly, which made 
bim ffretch himlelte along on the ground dead, and tur- 
ning backe on the other, cleft his head in two pieces with 


his weapon, thus was he rid of the Lyons both together. 


Noz was be vnmindfull to thanke the heauens fo2 this 
god lucceſle, neither did bis owne hurts any wap diſmap 
bim, but leaning the Lyons, he came fo the Graund Pa- 
tagon, being deſirous ( ſeing him ſo ſtrangely ſhapen ) to 


take him thence with dim as his pziſoner, thinking it 


would be a great honour, to have him embarqued, and 
make a pꝛeſent of him to Queene Gridonia. 

Th:n calling Purente to him, who was greatiy aſfsni- 
hed at this miſhapen ſight,q reiopted that his maſter bad 
eſcaped ſuch danger: Lift awhile, quoth Primaleon, and 
let vs deniſe bow we map get hence this infernall furie, 
that mp miſtreſſe Gridonia may hane a ſight of him.

0 taking the chaine, wherewith hee bſed fo leaſe bis

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Lyons together, they fafined if about his neck.whereathe 
gaue ſuch another loud ſhzike, as called fwo other of 
his ſayage Patagons, with long ſharpe pointed pꝛons in 
their hands: which ( notwithſtanding) were likewiſe van / 
quiſhed by Primaleon;though indeede with mach adee, 
in regard he was lo dangerouflp wounded, (FF 

Pauing bzeathed and reſted himſelfe there a while, be 
concluded fo depart thence, but he conld not deniſe how 
fo get Patagon along with 7 neither ho w to helpe him⸗ 
elle, betauſe the Lyons had fozne his hozſe in pieces. 

Being in this perplexitp, it foztuned that Torques, 
Palantine, and all the other whom he left aſl&@pe, arriued 
where h was : but when thep beheld what Primaleon 
had done, they ſtod amazed thereat, and Torques aligh- 
ting from his hozſe, came fo Primalcon in this manner, 
Beleeye me my Lo2d (quoth he) J may iuſtiy complaine 
of pour vnkindeneſſe, in fozſaking me as pe did all theſe 
other: albeit J am of ſo lender balour, as mp helpe will 
tand pe but in little Red, pet might J in (cruice have al⸗ 

tended on pe, fo doe whatſocner liked you fo commannd 
me: Sap god mp L o2d; how chere pe: fo; me thinkes 
pour hurts are berp cffenſine. 

I thanke the heauens ſaid Primaleon, J finde tp ſelſe 
berp well now J have bzorght this earneſt di ſired enter, 
pꝛiſe fo end. Palancine, and all the reſt of his company ſs 
admired this rare accident, as they knew not which way 
to exto!l it ſufficentip. 

Dir Anigbt, (aſd Palantine, the heavens hath higbly 
fanonred pe, in that pon alone haue eff-aed, what this 
whole Jfland could not doe: now bath Paragon his dc- 
lerts, fo; ſhould he haue continued longer in theſe parts, 
we mall haue beene enfozced fo flie our countrle, as bna- 
ble fo endure bis dinelliſh crnelty. 

Well(quoth Primalcon)he Chal now freuble pe no fon 


ger, herefop helpe fo lead him along ww" bs, tbat whis 
it 
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which befoze feared him, may now at their pleaſure be- 
hold him. Dire of them pꝛicked him fozward with their 
Lawnces, and Torques toke the Coznef from about his 
necke, ſetting it to his month, (oz triall of the ſound, and 
whether anp moze Patagons would come thitger ez no: 
bat had there not beene lo many in company,he might fall 
well haue repenfed his follp, foz' fiftene moze came run- 
ning fozth of the wods vpon them, which in the end 
were enery one fopled; Palantine, Torques and all the o- 
ther knights chewing great valour, and were not alittle 
p;oud of lo great a viaozy, 

All the Pacagons being diſpatch, they bolp one another 
fo dzeſſe their hurts, foʒ not one of themeſcaped bywonn- 
| ded; two Knights of Ormeda gane their hozſes to Prima- 

leon and Torques, rather chuſing themſelnes to franatie 
on fate, than ſaffor men of ſo great deſert to be ſo vnpꝛo- 
vided. All the wap as thep rode, ſuch wonderment was 
made af the graund Patagon, as eucry one enquired fo 
know their delinerer from ſo hidesus a monſter: e when 
Primaleon was che wen them imagin pon what friampbs 
and honours they beſfowed therefoze bpan him. The 
Lo2d of the Jfland, (to whom Primaleon thus farre hay 
diſcloſed himſelle. that hee was called the Knight of the 
tlouen Rocke) embzacing him foz (his great god foz- 
tune, ſaid.

When they perceived bis gentlenes in the Ladies fight | 
and how ovedtently he behaned himſelfe to her, her doubt 
and fcare of him being wellremoued,tbep perſwaded her 
fo teme the oltner in bis ſight, and ſhee ſo pꝛeuailed with 
him vp fatre demeanovr, that ſhe conlo gouerne bim as 
ſhe pleaſed, intrealing bim(by ſignes)to permit his hurts 
be cur cd, but be declared by his fignes, how he had niede 
of no other Chirurgion than himſclfe, and licking his 
wounds, with bis huge bzoad tongue, gaue ſhew, that this 
was Þ dilicke ſufficient foʒ him. Thence foꝛward Selui-

- * Primaleon thus ſapled merily foward 
Polonia, hauing the winde very fa, 
nourable to him, and dzawing lome⸗ 
what nere the Coaſt, one mozning he 
met a godly Fleete of Shippes, the 
chiefe Generoll whereof, was one that 
tearmed bimſelfe the knight with one 
arme, becaule indeed) be had but ane arme to fight withal, 
being bozne in that manner, a Knight very bardie 4 by 
liant, carrying and advancing his ſhield in ſuch ſ(o2t, as 
one would bauc iuoged him nothing hindered by the arme 
be wanted. 

Uerp expert was he in Sea fight,and continually per⸗ 
fozmed ſuch dedes of armes, as hardlp anp veſſell could 
eſcape his hands. This knight had vanquiſhed the Naute 
of Greſto, taking and putting ts deaſh moſt part of his 
people, bimſelfe ſcaping awap in a ſhip moꝛe ſwift than 
tbe reſt; all which, with the Knights ant Souldiers in 
them, were now in poſſeſſion of the one armed Knight, 
So lone as he eſpied Primaleons Nauie, hee encouraged 
bis men to (ct vpon them balianſly, ſaping one ſhip of 
tdem ſhould not eſcape him, as ił hee had been Lozd of all 
the Sea, and lo gane fozth to beſet them round about.

moſt valianteſt Knight that ener lined ) fighfeth againſt 
Prince Edward, thinking that it was he that toke away 
the Gentlewoman, and although he hath bene told that it 
Cs not be that toke her awap, pet he will not be perlwa⸗ 
ved bp reaſon, ſo that there is the croelleſt battalle bee 
lerne them that ever was ſcene : the Pzinceſſe hearing 
that. v33s as if ſhe had beene dead, and which was wozſe, 
at that inſtant ſhe fell in labour, and was deliuered of a 
lonti:. that dped pzeſently, being boznie befoze his time, 


he mottzer tikewiſe Hinking to die, bat foz the aide and 


helps 
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ſhewed himſelfe ſo valiant, that be did great feats of armes, 


that they that law them, thought they would neuer eſcape,

The Squires in both the (hips thought berily to llt 
their maſters.

That J will, ſaid Primalcon : fz J neuer found his 
like in all the world, and therefoze 4 wonld gladly ſe 
him. You ſhall lee him, ſaid the Knight of the d den 
time ſerneth, J afſare pon, ſaid Primaleon , All the hatres 
that J had conteiued againſt him, is now turned info great 
lone, ſcelrg that with bis owne hands he flew Greſto, and 
fo; that canſe , as alſo becauſehe deliuered pou ont of dan- 
ger, Jlone him, laid Gridonia : and I was grieved when 
I lawe pou fo mach moned againſt him, and wonld not 
heare what J ſaid bufo pov. Madame, ſaid he, then J could 
not heare you and J conteſſe that therein A did pou wꝛong. 
Let it ſoffice (ſaſd the Knight ofthe Alland) we ſhall haue 
time enoagh hereafter , to ſpeake af theſe things ; meane 
time pou muſt eate ſomewhat, fo2you have great nede 
thereof, With that Purente, Riſcene, and other Berui⸗ 
fo;s, bought in the meate, and Gridonia her ſelfe ſerncd 
him. Primaleon being glad, pet blamed Purente berp 
much, becauſe he tolde him not who was his ſather, buf 
be excaſed bimſelfe, laping that he had beene fozbidden fo 
tell dim: Foz that canſe, ſaid he, J pardon you: But teil 
me, what is become of Torques and Palantine, that J tan 
not ſe them!

Pp Loz2d ſaid tag Pꝛince ſſe. ſceing pon are aline, and 
that 3 haue not loft pon, let allpaſte, But what Knight 
was ii th at fonght ſs long with peu J knob not ſaid he: 
fo: there are many baliant Anighig in the wozld. With 
that the Knights * of the tacloled Idand, Cicile het 
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daugbter, and divers other Gentlewomen, thaf accempa, 
nied tdem, entered into the chambcr,and opening the win: 
dowes, the chamber was verp light ; The Knights wife 
went to Prince Edwards bed, and her Baughter Cicile fg 
the Pꝛinceſſe Fleridacs bed, The P2ince being aſked how 
he did, ſaid, Madame, J am well, and am mich amozed

ſhe hath done ſoms thing fo2 dim, hauing bad the miancs 
to doe it, whereas J being bnſoztunate, am not at mp li. 
bertie, and therefozo becauſe that J (@ke to kepe the p20, 
miſe that J made vntd pon, you ought fo loue m& the 
moe. Primaleon nofing well her wozds,from thence fozs 
ward was very carefall not to ſap any thing vnto her that 
might diſpleaſe her, and indnred dis amoꝛous paſſions as 
well as he could. Aftcr that dap thep viſited one the other 
diuers times, and lined pleaſantly together, and foz that 
cauſe Gridonia and Zerphira loned one the other with 
great amitp.

But the Emper our made anſwere, and ſaid „Me 
bſe not to ycide our Armes to'lightip to thoſe: that alke 
dem. Mherewith (hep: bogatmad toMlatle him, but the 
Emperour, that neuer had dis eq uall fozvalour, defended 
dimfeife ſs baliantlp, that heclane-one of their heads, and 
tut off anothers arme: Polendos likewiſe ſecondinghim 
with no leſſe boldeneſſe, made à terrible las 
mongſt item, in (ach manner, that in a ſhozt time they 
had llaine the moſt part of them! thr reft fledinto the to 
wers of the Caſlle fo ſaue tdemſelnes. gi i 
The Ladie thereaf abaſhed , called o; her touſtne fd; 
come to ayde her, that knew not'what ko doe, betauſe 
dis had bene dart in the hand by the Knight in the white 
Armour: Meuercheleſle, hee armed himſclfe and the reit 
with him; but they had not the leiſare ta perkozme it, foz 
that the Emperour kollowing the Ladp, entered into the 
place where Thep were, and beganne to aſlaile them with 
luth ſoꝛce, that maſt of them ſleo. The Ladies couſim ot 


the Caſtle percetuing that, fell downe at his fete, and e- 


fired him to ſage his life , becauſe h was hurt, and coulo 
not defend himſelfe. Uherewith the Emperour ſafd bn 
to him: If thou wilt not die, ſweare vnto me, to doe as 
Jſhali wilt ther, and with that he (ware. As fo; them 
that fled, thep fell into Polendos hands, that did put them 
—_ to death, and with that finding ns mozercſiffanco 
within the Caſtle ,. they went donne to the Gate, and 
| lookethe Bozter, with diners other ſernants of the hone, 
ind locked them all info a Chamber, and after that went

to finde out the Lady of the Calle, who was in the Pall 
among 
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- mong6 which he knew, Belcar , ' 
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amongcſt her Gentlewomen , in great griefe and feare. 

Traitoz , quoth Polendos , ſhebo bs the Knights thou 
holdeſt pꝛiloners in this Caſtle, if thou wilt ſane thy life. 
I care not if J die, ſaid (he , laing my deſpight and an- 
ger coſteth me lo deare . With that one of the Gintlewo, 
men role bp and ſaid, Come go with wer and J will ſhew 
pun them: lo taking a hey, che opened a darke dope 
Chamber, whereinto thep canſed the Knights to deſcend 
bp a Ladder, which they dꝛew bp againe . When Polen- 
dos (aw that Cinking and darke place, he was abaſhcd,and 
ſaid : Certainelp, this Lady is extreame craell , fo cauſe 
pooze nights to deſcend into ſo filthy a place ; and with 
that, cauſed a Ladder and a Light to be bzought bim, and 
looking downe inte it, (aw fiftcene Knights therein, a- 
which was he that had 
the white Armes, and had bene taken that dap: foz that 
hee hauing intelligence that Primaleon was gone from 
the Court, be went from Duraſſe with fears Squires, 
and as hee returned agapne to goe to Conſtantinople , he 
was adlailed in that place by foztie Knights , belonging lo 
that Lady: and becanſe he had hurt many of them, they 
put him into that pꝛiſon : there alſo was Darnaſin, ſonne 
fo Tolende , and bzother to Attaida, and the Carle $ are 
couſin to Franceline, a valiant Knight, who going to Con- 
ſtantinople, fo lerne in the Emperours Court, fo the 
lone of Polendos, by treaſon had bine put info that place. 
Potendos knew the Knights moze, and tooke great pitie 
on them all: and foz that cauſe bad them come vp by the 
Ladder that was put downe vnto them, ſaying, that the 
Traitozs that put them ther ein, were all dead. Whereat 
with great admiration they all laid: What Knight may 
this be that hath deliuered vs in this manner:

" Knights 2 J will not tell yon the cauſe why J doe it ſaid 
d the wzetched Lady: but J will know it (aid the @mperour 
j- in deſpight of pou. Then Polendos fold Belcar and the ref, 
d that the @mperonr was there, willing them not to tell 
0 thoſe ofthe honſe, whereat they marusiled, thinking it no 
b ſtravge matter that ſo manp Knights as were bs that 
d Caſtle had bene llaine and ouercome, ſeeing it had beene 
a» done by wo ſach excellent Knights, When the Empe⸗ 
d rour ſaw Belcar and Darnaſin, he made much of them and 
at ſaid, my heart gane mo there was ſome Kvight in this pꝛi⸗ 
-m ſon, that J loue and eſleeme. Belcar ſalnting him ſaid, mp 
s, | Lozd (waking as though he knew him to be the Ompe- 
be | rour) J am not diſpleaſed at this hard aduenture, (@ing 3 
(a haue found pon, to whom J will doe all humble ſernice : 
Jey That J bel&ne ſaid the Emperour, and now ſteing J haut 
me found that which J ſought, let vs goe hence ſpadily. And 
arc as they ſearched in every place fo2 the Knights armes, hey 
on- kound Belcars, and the reſt of the Knights Squires, that 


were ſhut vp in an other place, who were likewiſe dell- 

nered. 

' Then the Emperour cauſed Garnadaces conſin te 
tome befoze him, to whom he ſaid}, J leaue this Ca- 
file to pon, which pon ſhall (weare fo kepe „ bntill J gine 
yon farther Commimen: Foz the Ladle of the Caſtle, 
laid b&, J will fake her with mer, and will gfoe her a huſ- 
band, whereby ſhe ſhall be m oze henoured then ever ſhe 
was befoze ; the Knight gaining him 'hankes, the Ladp bis 
couſin was led into the ſhip , with the reſt of theknights 
that had bene delineced out sf pꝛiſon, whereat the knight 

Vat conducted the Emperour, was excceding glad of their 
telurne, and being (ght thep let (ale, when the mack 
aſatd 
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aſked Belcar what fozfune bad bzovght bim thither, which 
be declarcÞd.: the Earle of Sare did the like, to whom the 
Emperonr,when he knew bim, did great honour : Toe 
Ladtes couſin that ſtaied in the Caſtle, and all the countty 
was glad that the Lady was ia that ſoꝛt taken from thence, 
—_— al her great crueltp and ininſtice. The Emperour 

ten aſked Garuadace whp the twke Knigbts pꝛiſoners in 
that ſazt, but he could by no meanes caule her to tell him: 
At laſt bpon a Sundap, thep arriued in the Illand of 
Ocdane, whereof the Knight was Lo2d that led the Em» 
perour thither fo be aided by him, which Knight had a 
Ladp fo his wife, which was coulen te the great Pagi⸗ 
clan that was Lady ofthe Illand of Hercania, that had dre 
ceiued Prince Edward with her daughter, as it bath bene 
ſaid befoze, She by ber art had knowledge that the knight 
ef the incloſed 3f.ind had Prince Edward and Primaleon, 
and divers other Knights with dim, that intended fo affaile 
the Illand of Ocdane,and knowing that bp the aid of thoſe 
Knights he would ſone win it, to her great griefe,ſhe lent 
woꝛd to the Knight by one of her Squires, that they would 
ſarely take the 3ſland from him, ff he were not defended by 
the Emperour Palmerimhimlelſe in perſon; aduiling him 
what be ſhould doe therein. 

TW hereupen the Knight went fo Conſtantinople, and 
bp the mcanes afozeſatd, got the Emperour to goe with 
bim to his Iſland, where being arriued, the Knight Chew! 
ed the contention he had with the Knight of the incloſed 
Illand, whereof his wife was the cauſe, to whom the ſaid 
Ill and was left by her firſt huſband, omitting nothing 
but onely the condition, by the which the Illand had bene 
left vnto her, neither would be fell him that the Knightthat 
pꝛetended right to that 3fland, was the Knight of the in-

He Bing of Lacedemonia hauing receiued 
Prince Edwards letier, rapſed a great ar-

Rnights that were healed, went fo mete him, and fo re⸗ 

(tine him hononrably. The King ſeing Prince Edward, 

pꝛeſentlp went on land with ten other of his pzincipall 

Knights, and embꝛacing him, ſaid : Py Lozd, J retopce 

that J map doe yon ſome leruite. I thanke pou laid Prince 

Edward: * fo; this Knight that pon ſe beere, it is Pri- 

maleon, ſanne to the great Emperour of Conſtantinople,

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The King muled thereat, and turning to Primaleon, hum. 
bly ſaluted him, Primaleon doing the like bnto him, as her 
that knew hold to honour thole that deſeracd it: After that 
Prince Edward let the Bing into the Caſtle, where being 
vnarmed, he latd he woulo goe vbiſite the Pꝛinceſſe Gri- 
donia and Flerida, but becanſe they were lobged in ſcne- 
rall places, be ſaid he would firſt ſee the Pꝛinceſſe Flerida, 
fo2 the lone of her Lozd Prince Edward, but Prince Ed— 
ward would not haue it lo, and ſo be went firſt to ſalute 
Gridonia, that receinedhim honozably. fo whom Primale- 
on (atd , Padame, here is the king of Lacedemonia, 
that is come to ſuctour vs. J am glad of the comming of 
ſo noble a King, ſaid ſhe, but it grieueth we that pou mult 
goe from hence. Me will come againe ſhoztly ſaid Pri. 
malcon : and therewith after ſome (alntations paſt be- 
twenc, the King faking leans of Gridonia, ſaid he would 
goe [ce the Lady Flerida, and when he ſaw her, he was a 
_ and ſaid: J am | King of Lacedemonia, ſeruant to 

Prince Edward, and bold mp Ringdome of him: The Pain 
ceſſe therewith made great reuerence vnto bim, giving him 
thankes both foz his comming thither foz the loue of her 
buſband, and foz the ſpches he vſed. After that they ſafe 
downe and ſpake of diners things, and as they were tal. 
king, the Knightof the Alland ſent to lee the King, fo 
deſire bim fo come fo lupper, where the two Lnights 
bare him company. | 

The next dap Primaleon that was much grieucd, that. 
he could not haue bis Lavp at his pleaſure, ſolicited the 
- Knight ofthe Jlland/fo depart, ſcefng the King of Lacede- 
monia was come, and that enerp thing was ready pꝛepa- 
red koz them. The Ring of Lacedemonia oſfered the com 
maund over all his army bato Prince Edward, but Prince 
Edward reſuſed it, giuing charge of one ſhip to Pride. and 
of another to Bellager, and then ſpake to the Knight of 
the tncloſed Alland in this ſozt: Sir Knight, this Dogge 
which J have with me, is inchantkd, and is a valiant 
Knight, which J tl now fo:got to tell pon, let me ſi gh 
po 
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pour art can belpe him and dcliner him out ofhis inchants 
ment. UWhereupon the Knight did manp things to canſe 
him to returne into humane ſhape againe , but be could 
not, and therefoze lais: mp Lozd, this Dog cannot be 


- diſinchaunted, but onely by meanes of a Boke that 


dilinchanted the reſt that were in the Alland of Malfaice, 
and vntill that we be in Conſtantinople he cannot receiue 
bis right ſbape of a man, meane fſme giue him pour ſwo2d 
in his hand, and that will belpe him, and J will gine pon 
another with a god armour, and alſo fo Primaleon, oz Þ 
will baue pon both beare like armes. Prince Edward (aid” 
he would doe as he thought god, and at that time he toke 
the degge, and led him befoze the King and Primaleon, 
that knew nothing thercof., and tolde them that he would 
ſhew them a range thing, x lo foke his ſwo2d ꝙ put it into 
Maiortes right paw, & pzeſently he receined his firſt fozwe. 

When Primalcon and the king beheld it, thep were a- 
baſht, Primaleon ſaping: ha Prince Edward, whp kept pon 
this great ſecret ſo long concealed? This is a godknight 
to aiot pon. Pou ſap true, laid he, and he is bzother fo the 


_ Giant Gataru, that fates fa2 yon in Conſtantinople, and 


was inchanted in the Illand of Malfaice, where the Em- 
perour Trinee, and the Empzeſſe Agricole mine Aunt, 
were like wiſe inchaunted: What,ſaio Primaleon, bath he 
biene lo long in the fozme of a Dogge: ſurelp yon map ſap 
you haue the beſt i woꝛd, in the woꝛlo if pon ture him. 
Then Pꝛince Edward ſaid to Maiortes, J gine pon this 
ſwozd to brare in pour hand vintill we ſhall be in Con- 
ſtantinople, where pou ſhall be wholly diſinchaunted : ſoz 


the knight of this Jland hatb giuen me an armour «\ wozd 


which a Gpant did ble, who ſoinefime held this Jland. So 
all things being readp, thep pzepareb themſetucs fo goe a- 
board their ſhip. After their depatture Gridoniaand Flerida 
comfozted each other, and eate and ſlept together, reconnt- 
ing to each other their amozons paſſions, but Flerida being 
crafty, made Gridonia belene that ſhe was daughter fo the 
king of Argos, and that Pzince Edward had done that in 

ber 
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her fathers Cearl, ipat be had done in Conſtantinople. 
Gridenia knowing wat Prince Edward had done fes the 
leue of Flerida, maruailed hom ſo god a Knight as he 
was, could lalne big elle to be (pe lonne of a Garde- 
ner. 

The Knights being einbarked with thetr army of 3 800. 
nights and fotcen, bad ſo god x winde, that bpon mnn- 
dap in the mozring two hourcs bifoze dap, they appꝛoa⸗ 
<:d nere buto the Jfland of Or dane, where ſhep were cf: 
picd bp the Sentinels, which pzclently ſent wozd thereof. 
bnto the Caſtle, Whereupon the Emperour with the 
reſt of his nights, came fozth and placed thearicloes in 
god oz der ta defend the Aland. lending Belcar, Darnaſin, 
and the Eatle of Sare, with 2000. nights, to the ſea ade, 
to kœpe them from landing, and p:aced diuers archers bp- 
on the top of the hill whereon the Caſtle Fed, to — 
them ſrom comming neerer, and be himſelfe with 600, 
linights, and Polendos that ſtod readp to aide Belcar if 
neÞe were. The two ſonnes ef the Knight of tbe Jfland 
of Ordane, being ballant, went with Belcar, who with all 
bis men ſlo d in a place bard by the ſea ſide. | 

The ſbip went as nere vnts the land as thep could, and 
having launched diuers bostes, Primaleon was tbe firſt 
that wenk ont ofthe chip g alter him diuers other knigbts: 
and although fhep bpon the land ceaſed not te ſhofe, pet 
they till appzoached with their boates. Belcar and the 
Earle of Sare fighting valiantly to let the enemies from: 
landing. Gorman that was the Unk'ghts of the Island of 
Ordane ſonne,behaued him ſelfe ſo well, that bee wes fo; 
ever after eſlemed foz a bꝛaue knight, but if wes nothing 

in regardof the valout of Primaleon, whoſe ads made 
them wonder tbereat: by which meanes fn deſpight of all 
bis enemies he lande d, fighting lo furiouflp, that be mode 
{hem retire, whereby the reſt had the better meanes ta 
follow him. 
Belcar ſœing that, animating bis men, charged the ene: 


mie on all ſidos. en nn that bee onely me 
the

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tbe ſhield of all the reſt, gaue him lo great a blow bpon 
_ the bead that he made him knele on the gronnd, but Bel- 


car roſe bp pzeſently and gane him a god exchange, inſuch 
ſoꝛt, that ił the battaile betwe@ne them had continued long, 
there had bene great hurt done. Mith that Prince Ed - 
ward with the King of Lacedemonia, landed with all their 
men, at whoſe comming many loſt their lives, whereby 
they of Ordane were ſo repulſed, that notwithtanding 
Belcars fo2ce, and the reſt of his Knights, they were cons 
ſtrained to leaue the plaine, and to retire bnta th. Taſlle 
bill, where they of the Jl ind foz!ificd themſelues, and pet 


dad not beene able to defend themſcloes ir the Emperour 


and Polendos h3d not come fo relieuc thein, wendzing af 

the balsar of their enemies.

The Empetaur went pzelently to (> hol 
Polendos, Belcar, and the Earle of Sare did, and atter was 
diſarmed by the knight of the Jlands wif: and his daugh⸗ 
ters, and 10 wounds dꝛelled by a maſt pere Hurglon.

When the Em⸗ 
perour ſaw him be was glad, and (aid, what Torques, 
what ſtrange aduenture is this, that J finde pon here in 
this place after ſo long time that you departed out᷑ of our 
Court: tell ma J pꝛap pon, wdat baue pou done ener 
ſince, and how came pon hither 2 Pp Lozd ſatd be, and it 
pleaſeth your grace, I baue manp things to fell yon touch⸗ 
ing pour demaund,and am ſo much abaſht to ſc por hœte, 
that J can bard:y belene that J (& pou, The Emperour 
embzacing dim with great affection, aſked him what 
Lnights thoſe were that were his enemies, at whoſe va. 

Lhe chieſe of them (aid, hr is 
Pri maleon pour ſonne, J am glad he bath eſcaped this dap 
out ol pour hands. Mhat (aid the Emperour, is this true:

A care not what be is ſaid 
Primaleon, fo; J hallneuer be at quiet, vntill J be revens 
ged on dim, that hath done me two ſuch diſpleaſures, one 
becauſe he toke Torques pziſoner, the other that he gave 
me a blow bpon the arme, as J thought to reliene-him; in 


fluch manner, as J was conſtrained to retire out of the bat, 


taile, but ſaid Prince Edward, if pou had not gene out of 
the battaile, we had gokten the hill, And although they 


were in a manner all hart, neuertbeleſle thep determined 


the next day to begin the battatle againe. 

After that, all their wounds were dzeff, and all things 
neceifarp pzonided ſoz them by the Knight of the incloſed 
Iſland, that came thither foz: no other pnrpoſe.

Prince Edward wondzed much at his ſpch and ſaid, if 
is not without canſe, that my L62d the Emperour is ſo 
much renowned thꝛonghont all the wozld: foz that at theſe 
peares he hath made his balonr knowne moze (hen euer 
he dio, and J am much abaſhed fo tbinke how it was poſ- 
ſible fo; vs to eſcape his hands, and were neither fakennoz 
ſlaine.

And becauſe that banqdet was ſumptuo⸗ 
ſer thenthe reſt, dere was muſicke of diaers Anſtrumento 
beard plap befoze them, but no ſhew from whence it came, 
pet with ſogreaf melody, as (hep thought themſelues o 
be in Paradiſe , After thep bad dined,thep all ſate dewne 
by the Fountaine, fo recreate themſelues : and as (hep 
were talking of tbe range things that they dad ſeene, 
thep{aw two gentlewomen come fozth of the Fountaine, 
the onehaning a Lute, the other a Harpe in their hands, 
that plated ſo ſwetlp , that eutrp man was raviſhed with 
admiration to hearethem : Alter them there followed fiat 
moze, richly apparrelled with garlands of flowers about 
their beads , andholding tach other by the hand, danced 
molt bzanely , which p&@lded great confentment to all the 
company. TAahtch done, they went and made great rcue⸗ 
rente to Prince Edward, and then returned agatne fo the 
place from whence they came: here with Primaleon ſaid, 
Py Lo2d, me thinkes this hath bene onelp foz vour ſake, 
betaule they made no accoonfof all the reſt.

Zben Prince Edward and Primaleon, kiffed the Pꝛin⸗

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and pꝛelently thereupon the King of Lacedemonia and 
Torques that were knowne , entered info the Towne, 
whereof Mellengers came pꝛeſently fo aduertiſe the Em 
perour, that receiued them with great honour, ſaying : 


My good friends, what newes doe pou bzing me of Prince 
Edward and Primaleon ? Good nip Rod , quoth they, 
tycy are fn the hauen, and J am come befoze to adnertiſe 
pou, that We haue made Gridonia beleue, that this is the 
Towne of Lacedemonia. Primalcon deſireth pou that his 
comming map be concealed , bnfill convenient time ſhall 
be to diſcouer it. Euery man knowes, quoth the Empe- 
rour, what be hath to doe, thankes fo tbe Meauens that 
thep are hre; let them come in god fime, J bel&ne that 
Gridonia wil omit her anger, if ſhe be not a fole, t witb⸗ 
out bnderſtanding, confidering the good that the Fates 
doc fo2 her © And laping ſo, he toke him by the hand, and 
led bim into the @mpzeſſe Chamber , that already bad 
beard thereof, and was ready to recetue him, as iopfull a 
woman as euer thee was. The Emperour once againe 


tolde her all that the Ring had laid, and why he came be 
foze : wherewith ſhe did great honour to the King, thank⸗ 
ing dim fo2 the great paines be had taken, and deferred 
the entry of their childꝛen till the next mozning, becauſe it 
wes late, 

Ulben Gataru vndcrſtoode of their arrivall , he went 
p2eſentip vnto the Emperour, to ſalute him, being erceeds 
ing glad, not lo nuch foz the comming of Primaleon, by 
which mcanes hee-ſhovio returne againe into his owne 
Countrep, as foz the lone of Maiortes his bzother: And 


' when he vnderffood what had happened vnto him, kon- 


ching Campore, big top redonbled, and he determined to 


- Aide his bzother in that enferpziſe. Te Quene ſent two 
rich ſutes of apparrcll, all garniſhed with pꝛetious tones, 


bnto Primaleon and Prince Edward, with all other things 
necclſarpy foz their honourable entry into the Towne, and 


lent the like vnto the two pꝛinceſles, all of one faſhion and 


ſtufke, the balcw whereof could hardly be eſſemed, The 
| | Empetour 
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- Cmpcrour likewiſe cauſed rich attire to be ſent viito 


the Poꝛiſh pꝛincelles (peciallp fo Zerfira, that be loued as 
bis daughter, foz her mothcrs lake: all which were ſcent 
as if thep came from Bing Taruc . Gridonia wondered 
when ſhe ſawe ſo great riches, and in her minde made 
great account of the King : in the meane fime, the jop 
was (o great, and the fites ſo many that were made in 
the towne, that it ſemed as if it had bene on a fire. Foz 
which cauſe, late in the evening, Gridonia went bpon 
the Matches, fo ſ the Towne : and when ſhe had beheld 
it to be lo great and ſo faire, and heard the top that thep 
made therein, ſhe maruelled thereat . TUbat thinke you - 
of this towne, laid Primaleon? Behold (Padame) what 
bonour the King doth bnfo vs: pet truelp, quoth bee, if 
J tould haue ſhanned our comming bither , J would wil⸗ 
lingly haue done it: fo; J had rather be in Conſtantino- 
ple, to make an end ol our affaires. Pp Lo2d quoth ſhe, 
it Jwere certaine that yon ſhould haue the vickozp of Pri- 
maleon, J ſheuld be of poar mind : but fearing to ſ& pou 
in ſome great danger, J dare not deſire to ſ& that houre. 
CTrulp this towne ſeemes to me fo be a moſt noble towne, 
and we are much bounden to King Tarue, foz the great 
honour he doth bnto vs; notwithſtanding J intreate pon 
as earneſtlo as I may, that wee may ſoone depart from 
hence , albeit the King be bnwilling thercunto. J will 
doe as if pleaſeth pon, quoth Primaleon, foz our departure 
is of greater impoztance fo mee then bnfoyon , to giue 
that contentment and eaſe bnto my heart, that if ocfircth; 


and ſo ſpeaking of many things, they paſſed the time in 


that ſozt bntill it was time to goe to reſt, The pꝛinceſſe 
Flerida (fo2 her part) was ſo ſhamefaſt to ſhew her ſelfe to 
the Emperour and Empꝛeſſe, that if it had not bœne ko:

The Dutſcheſſe of 
Paice , who was 8 Lady of good peares, went fo reteiu e 
her, ſaping, Padame, you are right heartily welcome. 
Gridonia thinking der lo be the Quene , mother to king 
T arve, did great reuerence bnts her, and then fo the Em⸗ 
pꝛeſſe that ſœmed to be the L adp commander of all the reſt 
that were there, who imbꝛated and kiffed her with great 
loue, but it was a wonder fo ſ& how ſhe could abſtaine 
from top , when ſhe ſawe Primaleon and Flerida her chil, 
dzen , who foz that time kiſſed not her hand: and Flerida 
holding downe ber countenance, onelp made reverence 
bnto her.

de Cmperonr tauſed the Knight of the 

incloſed Jfland fo be lodged in the Pallace, 
| to honour dim the moze (fo He loued and 
eſteemed him much) and then went to his 
Cpdamber, and euerp man likewiſe vnto 
his: Maiortes defired Prince Edward the 
aa day, to ſolicite the Knight of the incloſed Jland to 
dilinchant eim: which he did, and hauing receined the 
Beoke of the CEmperour, gane it vate him, wberewitb 
Maiortes left the ©wo3d, and pzeſently returned into the 
ſhape of a Dogge. as he was befoze. Then the Knight 
reading in boke, knew how to difinchant him; and pꝛe⸗ 
lentiy Maiortes ret med the thape of aman againe, fcrling 
5 
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bimſciſe to bi in better diſpoſition then hee was befoze , 
when he had the ©wozd ; and foz that canſe, gane to the 
Knight many tha! jes (0 the great god that he had done 
vnto him. 

Prince Edward fooke his good ©wozd, and gaue anos. 
ther rich Dwozd vnto the Giant: and cauſing a rich Ar- 
mour to be made foz dim, tolde him that he ſhould be ſar- 
niſhed of all things neceſlarp foz his voyage. Wherewith 
be kiffed his hand, and(as Foztune would) the ſame dap, 
there arriued at the pozt of C-1ltantinople, the Duke of 
Calcs, the Duke of Norgales, the Duke of Horelois , and 
diners other Barons, and pzincipall Knights of England, 
ſent bp the Bing to conducg his ſonneand Flerida: fo; that 
Julian the Gardiner departing with bis wife and childzen 
from the incloſed Illand, had ſo faire a winde, that not 
long alter they arrined in England: where the King has 
ning received Letters from his ſonne by bim, was 
excœding glad, and lo was the Nagne, and all the 
Barons oi the realme: and much moze when they knew 
bis baliant actes, and bow he had ſecretly taken Flerida 
ent of the Emperours Court, which pleaſed the King bets 
ter then all the other things that be had done, by that. 
meanes being reuenged of the Emperont: and. fo; that as 
then the Duke of Cales was at the Court, the King ap- 
popnted him to goe-bnfo Conſtantinople, foz that it was 
connentent foz bim as then, fofhew bis magnificence: 
which the Duke thanked him fo2, accounting it to be a 
great fanour ſhewed bnto him: And pzeſentlp, all that 
were appopnfcdio goe with him, piepared themſelnes. 
The King did great honour to lulian, and aduaunced bim 
lo much, that from that time ener after, he had no need lo 
digge noꝛ labour in the earth: and ſo the Duke too ke ſhip⸗ 
ping from England with ſandy rich pꝛeſents foz Flerida, 
anb with a pꝛoſperous winde arriaed at Conſtantinople; 
af mhoſt arrtnall, the Emperour was glad, thinking ve⸗ 
rilp, Vernon lonne to the @mperonr Trinde ( whom be 

daily looked fo) had beene come; fo; whole ſake they bad 
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deferred the marriage o! Primaleon . But when the Em⸗ 
perour knew that it was the Duke of Cales, he comman- 
Ded that they ſhould gee ont fo mee bim, and that tbep 
ſhould haue lodging appopnted fox them. Primaleon ſe 
ing that Prince Edward would gee, went with him, and 
with them diners great Lo2ds:andcomming to the haven, 
the Englich Knights being already on land, the this 
Dukes kiſſed Prince Edwards hand, who recetued them 
with a molt ngular affecion; primaleon doing the like, 
knowing well, that the Dake of Cales was a man of great 
account. Alter that Perides kiſſed his hand, and ſhewed 
him Duke Tolonde, that ſtept festh to falute bim: and 


foz that the duke of Calcs had alteadp vnderſtosde of the 


marriage of his ſonne, he was well pleaſed therewith, and 
reiopced foz the lame, with the father of his daughter in 
law. Prince Edward thanked the duke fo; the paines b& 
had taken in that vopage; who made him anſwere , that 
be woulo doe much moze (o2 him then that. And becauſe - 


thep ſhould reſt- themletnes a while, after their long tragell 


at Sea, they would not (as then) bzing them befo2e the 
Euperour, but left them in their lodgings, The datcheſſe 
Bryonelle had already pꝛepared a lodging in her houſe fo: 
the duke of Cales; where Primaleon and Prince Edward 
left him, and went with their traine bnfo the Court.

= Yo can n expteſſe the top and pleaſure that Eleri. 
S da had, when ſhe heard the newes of the arri · 
F uall of the Englich Lozos: ſuppoſing that as 
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of rich pꝛeſents that the Bing had ſent her. The Empe⸗ 
rovr alſo was glad thereof, that all the Barons and Pzin⸗ 


ces of Greece might know that his daughter was well and 
honourably marryed , and that de had goed reaſon fo {02s 
glue ber. 

The next day, ber appopnted and commsunded, that 
a great Feaſt ſhonld be made, (02 the enterfainement of 
the duke; who being come to tbe Court with ail bis traine, 
was honozably tet ciued and welcomed by the Emperour, 


that roſe out of his Thꝛone to ſalute him , laping that her 


was glad ef his comming. Pp Lozd, quoth the Dake, 3 
haue better reaſon fo be glad toſ&pou in ſo greathononr, 

peace and amitie with pour neighbours ; and J may ac 
count my ſelfe happp , that it hath pleaſed the Beauens, 
that J ſhould come to Conſtantinople, to ſ& pou befoze A 
die. Aud now J muſt kiſſe the Empzefle and mp Lady 
Fleridaes hands, and i& it mp Lo2d Prince Edward had any 
iuſt cauſe, to ſuffet and indure ſo much labour and travell 
as he bath done ſoz the love ok der; but going to the La- 
die, and diewing her well, be marnel!ed much at her rare 
beauty. The Empꝛeſſe receiued him very reſpeainely,as 
knowing right well bow to entertaine and honour ſuch 
great perſons. The duke bowed his knee befoze Plerida, 


- and deſtred that he might kiſſe her hand: But ſh& cauſed 


bim to riſe bp, and received him with great honour. Now 
(ſaid he) my heart is at eaſe, and well content, to ſ& that 
it bath pleaſed Foziune lo giue mp Lozd Prince Edward 
a fit and conuenient wife foz him. Prince Edward (foz his 
part) was glad to heare the Dake vſe thoſe words. And 
while the reſt of the Loꝛds kiſſed Fleridaes hand, Attaida 
went to kille the duke ber father in lawes hand, which 
foped much to ſe her, and was well pleaſed and conten- 
fed with tbe marriage.

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Gridonia beholding this great powpe, thought her ſeife 
happp to haue marrped with Primaleon: fez which cauſe 
(to confent and ſatiſfie her minde ) ſh& deſired Primalcon 
to waite to the Quene her mother, what bad paſſed, that 
ſhe might be ealed of the griefe be dad foz her abſence ; 
and therefoze he appopnted Palantine (becauſe ſhee knew 
bim) to go bnto her, willing dim to certifie all the knights 
of the Dutchp of Ormeda, that be had marrped Gridonia: 
and to that end,w2ote vnto Gibber inſtantly, deſtring dim 
fo come with the Auzne bnfe the Court of Conſtaatino- 
ple, fo2 that inſtead of Gridonia h would giue him ano- 
ther Ladp: wherewith be ould pleaſe and content him» 
ſelfe : and gane great pzeſents bnſo Palantine , fo pzocure 
bim to goe that bopage, and willed him fo haſte awap 

with all the (p#ve be could. Gridonia w2ofe-a Letter to 
the Quene her mother, fo full of comfoztable ſpeches , 
and perſwaſtae reaſons, that no man could haue choſen 
but to let teares fall out of bis epes, to heare it read, The 
pꝛinteſſe Campore deſiring alſo to tetouer her Kingdome, 
earneſtly pꝛayed Maiortes not to ſtap anp longer in Con- 
ſtantinople. Maiortes, that till then, had put her off with 
kaire 4 » ſtaping fill the Knights of the incloſcd J. 
fland came thither, made anſwere,that he would p2clently 
depart from thence ; and ſpeaking with Prince Edward, 
beſonght him fo aive them lcane fo be gone: which ber 
willingly graunted, and gane them two of the beſt ſhips 
that came dut of England, with thick bundzed of the fire 
hundzed Knights that were ſent bnto bim. And when the 

Emperour and Primaleon baderſtood that Maiortes was 

ready fa depart with the Pꝛinteſſe Campore, they gane 
him other fire bandzed Knights, and certaine ſhips well 
appopnted, fo apde him in that enterp2iſe .

fire moneths befoze were made Knights, that were as 
hardy and baliant Knigbfs as ener any of their kindzed 
bad bene; and finding themſelaes to be ſ@ nære bnto the 
Jland, thep determined to gee ſe their bzotber. Mhoſe of 


_ the Jfland (iæing that Fife) were in feare fo be inuaded 


and oucreome ; fo2 which cauſe, the Gpant Brandion, bzos 
ther to Maiortes, came all armed, with his ſonnes, fo the 
ſea ſide, Maiortes and Gataru went on land without 
Armes, and afked oz Brandion: to whom bis two ſonnes 
came and aſkeo them, what they would haue with bim 


ther, and J lone bim well, Thankes to the fales { ſaid the 
young Knigbts /foz pour happy arriuail ; are not pou(ſaid 
tbep) Gataru To: of the 3and of Cantarc ? Ye thaf 
comes with me (ſaid he) is Lozd of that Alle, and J am 
Maiortes his bzother. Brandion comming thither, and 
hearing that, was exceeding topfall , and putting off his 
Helmet,ranne with open armes fo imbzate them, ſaping: 
Bꝛethꝛen, this is a happy dap ſeʒ me fo ſ& pon,foz J know 
pou well to be mp bzethzen. Brandions (oennes alſo put 
off their helmets,and went with great ioy to receive their 


Uncles, aſking them whp thep went with ſo great a fozcez 


Maiortes ſhewed them the octaſton: whereat- thep won- 
dzed, and deſired them fo tap awhile to reſt themlelues 
in that Illand which they did, and cauſed the Pꝛinte Cam- 
pore to land, who was much hongored by the Gyant and 
bis ſonncs. 

And after they had daped there foure dayes, they put 
fo ſea againe, with a great company of the Knights of 
the 3fland, that Brandion gave them, conducted by Pal- 


nerdan his pounFc lenne, keeping the clock by him;

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becauſe he felt himſelfe to be very old, and gaue the JÞ3fix: 
telle many p2eſents befoze the departed : and ſo ſapling 
with a god winde, in ſhoꝛt tims thep ariged at the King- 
dome of Paras, where King Artuben then kept. Paning 
taken the Tobonc of Pat as by fozce, and flaine diuers of 
the chiefe Townes men, keeping the Nacene pꝛiſoner, and 
by that meanes named bimſeife, King of Paras: hauing a 
bzother called Baſſar, that was a god Knight, who not 
confenting bimlclie with lat which he had wor ,ſoogh! 
by bis p2ide fo get moꝛe, and lo went from bis bꝛother; 
by which meancs be found himſelte fo be weake of fc2ces 
when Maior!tes arrived there, becauſe his bother had 
led the greateſt part of his men with him: Maiortes arrt- 
ned at a Towne tha! lap vpon the ſea, and aſſailed it both 
by lea and land, which within two houres after he foke, 

and put all his enemies to the lwozd. The Tolunes- men 

were glad of the Pꝛiuceſſe comming with ſo many god 
nights, and ſbewed her all that the King had done,where 
he was, and in what cffate be then too, Maiortes hea⸗ 
ring that, determined to beſtege him within the Towne 
of Paras; and leaning garriſon in the place that he had fas 
ken, marched fozward, all the 7ownes and Caſtles that 
be lound in the way, peelding vnto him. The Moores bes 
ing much abacht at the foꝛce and balour of his men, and 
the Engliſh-men (that were hardp and well aduiſed in 
armes) behaved themſelues balfantty,. and were the cauſe 
that Maiortes won great honour fn that enterpꝛiſe. 

The King voderſtanding of their comming put a great 
Garriſon into the Towne of Paras, ans foztified it as well 
as he teuld, and p2eſentiy lent fo his bzother,to come with 

all ſpœde to aide him, which he did, and bzonght a great 
power with him Maiortes arfaed at Paras, beſieged it, and 
znerp dap ſkirmiſhed with the enemp, dntill be beard of 
the comming ef Baſſar, Wherenpon Maiortes cauſed bis 
men to aſſemble together, and determined to giue him 
battailc, although be had not the fourth part of the fozces 


that his enemies had: and haning giden charge fo Palor

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who ſ&ke you : When the Dake beheld her, all &pparel- 
led in blacke, he wondzed: and leauſng Gibber (that p 
held by the coller, fo make him by fozce fo fell him that 
which he deſired to know) he tarnd toward the Qucne, 
and ſaid; Madame, J would know who pou are, and whe- 
ider pon goe: J will tell pon (laid the Gutene) J am the 
bnfoztunafteNucene of Appolony, Dutcheſſe of Ormeda, 
that goe to Conſtantinople with great griefe, to ſa my 
Daughter Gridonia, which (thep ſap) is married to Pri- 
TE the Emperours ſonne, and J goe to know if it be 
true oz not. Mhat, (ſaid the Duke) what ſtrange newes 
is this to me, that Gridonia hath pardoned Primaleon ? 
MPadame, J aflure you (ſaid he)J am glader that J baue 
found yon, then it J were made Lozdofall the wozld,foz 
that it is long time ſince J left mine owne Countrep, to 
goe to ſ you and pour faire Daughter, that J might res 
nenge pour yuarrell ; wherefoze it pot be not content, and 
if that this marriage hath bene made bp fo2ce,J will cauſe 


pon to haue (ſatisfaction, and in your cauſe will challenge 


Primalcon. Who are pou((ald ſhe) that will expoſe your 
ſelfe to ſo great a danger? The Duke fold her who he 
was, and what great deſire he had bnto Gridonia, as J 
ſhewed pou befeze. The Qucene that had already heard 
of the great valour ofthe Duke, thanked him with all her 
heart, fo2 the paines that he had taken foz the loue of her 
Daughler, and ſaid; J am going te know the (ruth of ths 
matter, and il it pleaſeth vou ts beare me company, J ſhall 
be very glad theres, that (f my daughter ſhould be diſcon⸗ 
tented, vou map deſte Primaleon, fe2 J hope that the fates 
will aide pon: and ſo they ſatled together, and being ar- 
ried at the Hauen, the Qutene without making ber tom⸗ 
ming knowne, went ko land with the Duke, that had 
nothing but vis {wozd, becauſe ber would not ſhew him- 
lelfe arme , 

And berg on land, the Duke foke the Quene by the 
arme C5 ber and Rianda went with them into the fowwne, 


wat ſo fall 6 people, that they could hardly paſſo 


toꝛongg 
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th2vugh the St! extes; but that great top, was moze accay 
ſion of griefe bnta the Nuene, that ſuſpc&ed what it 
meant: cuerp * that ſaw her come in that manner ap- 
parelled in blacke, blamed her openly, becauſe at ſa folemne 
a Feaſt of the marriages of Primaleon and Prince Ed. 
ward, ſhe ſhewed her ſelfe in moutr nefull wile, O welch 
that J am (ſa ſhe ta the Duke) beare pou not theſc wo-

full newes- They are grieued to ſc pon (ſaid the Duke, ) 
but let bs goe and know the truth, (ſaid he) fo that if 


pour Daughter hath bene conſtrained thereunto,it is not 
ber fault: And ſo they went both much grieued, vnto the 
Emperours Court. Gridonia then being ſet hard by the 
Empzeſſe, with whom Frimalcon ( fitting vpon ber 
gowne) was talking. And when ſhe ſaw thc Qustne come. 
into the Poll, ſhe pꝛelentip knew that it was ber Potber, 
and being in a manner, out of ber wits fo2 top, ſhe ſaid: 
Py Void Primaleon, doe pon not ſa the Qutene mp Ma⸗ 
ther ⸗ Primaleon that pꝛeſentiy knew her, was abaſht, to 
ſc her come lo bnerpeced, thinking that ſhe woulo not 
haue come ſo ſane (Palantine being arriued at Conſtanti- 
nople but the dap befoze)be-therefozeroſe bp in great haſte, 
and toke Gridonia by the band, that was amazed to 
ſer der Pother, and went together to receiue and wel · 
come her. | 
The Qucene was in ſuch a caſe that ſhe could not ſus 
ſtaine her ſelfe bp without the Dakes ayde: pet with that, 
the imbzaced ber Daughter, e weping, ſaid: Ha Danghs 
ter, how light and pleaſant are pov? Js it true, that with 
pour ged will you bane pardoned the death) of pour Fa⸗ 
ther, and haue willingly married with Primaleon pour 
moztali enemie : Js this the reward and recompente that 
thoſe balerons Pꝛinces and Knights that are dead foz 
your ſake, ſhall receiue at paar hands * J cannot beleus 
(god Daughter) but that pou baue bæne foꝛced and con / 
trained thereunto; ſoz J am ccrtaine that pou e Pangb⸗ 
ter to the Dake Nardide, fa whom J nener co 0.ifted 
1 in all my lle Grigonig bearing ber ſay ſo, W n 
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great perplexitle, and (ald, Padame, A pꝛay pou fo2 tbe 
lone pon bears bnto me, ble not theſe ſpeeches; foz you 
know well, that J toned the Knight ofthe Clouen-Rocke 
lo intirely, "that although he was found to be Primaleon, 
J could not alter mp mind, noz leave to lone him, which 
made me with all my deart krielp, and not by fozce, fa 
pardon him: foz he is fo courteous and ſo kinde, that 3 
neuer receiued the leaſt griefe oz diſcontentment fron; 
bim: and therefoze I beſeech vou moſt bumblp, to pardon 
him pour ſelte; o; J cannot deny, but muſt neves con⸗ 
felle, that J finde my ſelfe fo be the happieſt woman in the 
wozld, to haue him foz mp huſband, being well aſſured 


that ere it be long, you will ſay as much, by hauing ſuch a 


ſonne : Remember what be hath done fo2 bs, to reco- 
ner that which we had lot, and pou will eat paͤr⸗ 
don bim. 

The Qucne bebolding pin ſelt her lelfe over- 
tome with the pitifull wozds of her Daugbter, and hing 
on her, laid. Daughter, foz the lone J beate bnfo pon thert 
is nothing that J will not giadly doe: and ſaying to, ſtretch⸗ 


ed out her armes vnto Primaleon, ſaying : Seeing pour 


god foztune is ſuch (ſonne primaleon) J will fezget all 
malice, and hold pou fo2 mp ſonne, inſtead of an enemie 
that pou were bnfo me: foz it is reaſon that J (onld pars 
don pou, hauing had you in mp power and knew por 
not: and ſaping (a, ſhe imbzaced him with great affection, 
and he kiſſed her hand, e lais: Padam, now J map eſtems 
my (ſelfe to be happp, ſ&ing poa haue pardoned me, and 
that J ſe you here in this Court. The Emperour percet, 
uing them fs be made friends, was exceding glad, and 
ſo were all the reſt; and comming to ſpeske vato' the 
Qucne, be ſaid. Madame, peu haue done a god derde fo 
pardon him that was not culpable of that which was im» 
puled bnts Lim : and now, if it pleaſe pon, J will ac⸗ 
count pon as my ülker, and belcech pon fo pardon me, and 
\bike ner that J am-culpable of the death of Duke Nar- 


lide, ö fog that be cine of himſelte fo leke tt, and would

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haue flaine me. And when the Nuene laid that be on 
ſpeake no mo2e thereof, be ſaid.; pou ſap well, and tyers ? 
with imbzaced her loutngly. The Empꝛelle and the ref 
of the great Ladies taking ber amongſt them, did her 
great honour: Meane time Pcimalcon imbꝛated Gibber, 

ſhewing bim as great friendſhip as de could, and ſad bn 
to him: Seeing it hath pieaſeo foztone to gine me that 
which J delerued not, J will not fo2get you; fo2 4 ſ& her 
that the beauens bath ozdatned fo2 pou, and with whom 
por onght to content pour ſelſe. A cannot be better pleaſed 
(ſaid he) if it pleaſeth the heagens fo dos me that fauour. 
J will doe my indeauout therein / ſaid Primalcon.) Now 
J haue great occsſtan (my Lozd, ſaid Gibber ) to pardon 
pou, ſœing that peu meane to tecompente the w2ong vou 
baue done bnto me, as J defire. J cſtme my ſelſe happp 
(Caid Primaleon) to have the meanes te doe any thing 
that liketh pon, andbaving ſaid ls, be welcammed Ri- 
anda, and all the Gentle women that he knew, which all 
kiſt Gridoniaes hand. Primaleon wondzed that be knew 
not the Duke of Normandie, and knowing not what he 
chould be, ſaid vnfs bim. Sir Kaight, 3 know pou nof, 

koz J neuer (aw pou in the Qutene of Appolonics Coortz 
wberekoze J pꝛay pou fell me who pon ace, that J may 
honour yon as pour ſtate requireth. 

The Duke that was lo much abaſht af ibe beautp of 
| Gridonia, as alſo that the peace had bene ſo taſily made 
betwene them, wbereat he raged in his minde, made bim 
anſwere, and ſaid; It is n&delefſe that pou should knew 

who J am, ſaing J cannot now effect that which mp heart 

defired to doe abone all other things in the wo2lv. And 

what deffred you ſo much (ſaid Primaleon?) Pp defire 
was (ſaid he) fo fight with you, ts revenge Gridonia, but 
by hard foztane J am come fo late, foz J perceine Grido- 
nia fo be content, and is made friends with pou, wheres 
at Jam . which 4 fell pon plainelp, that yon 
map eſteeme and account me foz pour gnem(e, and that 
you would net trouble pour (elfe to. dog-any honor bnto 
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e, fo2 J make ns account thereof, Primalcon was not 


* in any ſoꝛt moued at his woꝛds, but ſmiling, ſaid vnto him. 


Knight, by the faith that you owe bnto roar Ring, and by 
the thing that pon laue abone all things in the wozld, tell 
me who pon are ; wherewith he fre&ly told him. Which 
done, Primaleon made anſwere, and ſaid. I wonder not 
now (laid he) that yon baue a deſire and will to ſerue 
this Ladp, in regard ofthat which J baus heretoſoze heard 
fouching pour valour: but pon maſt know, that Grido- 
nia was bozne onelp foz me, Which am bound to loue 
der better then anp other Knight in the wozld ; and ſteing 


pon ars come hither, it were not god that you ſhoald re. 
_ farne without doing ſame honourable act: but te delle 


me fo2 that which J have lawofully gotten, it were no rea⸗ 
ſon, nevertbclcſle, to the end that pou map ſatiſfie pour 


minde, and foz that pon ſhould not thinke, that if pou had 
 fonght with me, pou ſhould haue overcome me, J will doe 


pou ſome. pleaſure , which is (fo2 pour ſake) tobe in a 
Tournep, and that ſhall be made to mozrow, where ne- 
nertheleſſe J thought not to have bene, there we will meet 
together, and will not depatt, befoze one of bs bath van. 
guiched the other: and by this meanes if yon ouercome 
me, you ſhall ſatisfie pour minde; and if pou be oner- 
thzowne, you ſhall get no moze then thep, that bane had 
the like lollp in their bꝛaines: which J doe, foz that in ſuch 
Fealſfs as this is, it is not met that men ſhould ſpeake of 
any daflance, but that euerp one ſhould ſhew his fo:ce 
and valeur in the Tournep: if it pleaſe pon to accept 
bereof, J pꝛap you ſfap here with theſe god Knights, 
and with mp Lady the Duane, in whole company you 
came, 

The Duke wondꝛed af Primaleons great courfeſte;and 
glad of bis offer, ſaid Pp Lo2d., J ſhould doe ill, f J obeped 
pon not herein, leing pon make me ſo gracfous an offer; 
am th-refoze content fo ret my ſelfe here. bntill the Tours 
ney, ſo pen be one, J pzomiſe pon (laid he) by the lout 
I beare fs Gridorm, not to faile therein: and ie 1 
0 4 & 
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that pon hall know me, J will finde you out. Chen Pri- 
maleon led him and Gibber fo the Enperour, and laid vn⸗ 
to bim: Py Lo3d;h&@re is Gibber, one that J lone and ho⸗ 
nour much, becauſe J haue often heard of his god and 
knightip connerſation , and therekoze J pꝛap pan bid him 
welto ne; which the Emperour dis. Primaleon led the 
Duke to if betwiene Vernon and Pꝛinte Edward, deſt- 
ring them fo honour him, wherebnto thep willingly afſen- 
ted. But when the Duke vnderito>e who thep were, her 
vied matuellous great reuerence fowards them, wonde- 
ring much, in dis minde, to beholde ſo many and ſo woz⸗ 
thy Knights thete. The Empersour did earneſtly behold 
him, and was bery glad to know him, in regard of the 
great valour and courage that was in bim Gibber was 
much abaſhed to behold the magnificence of the Emperoz; 
and eſtemed himlelte nothing in reſpect of Primaleon, 
ſaping that 4 nn bad done wiſelp, to iopne her ſelfe in 
marriage with lo great a Pꝛinte. 1

T the intkance and intreatp of Prima- 
leon, the Quckne of Appolonie left off 
ben monrning wades, and put on a rich 

7 q (uile of apparrell, and then the Quckne 
ol Hungary, and ſhe knew each other, and 

| "=> (pake fogethcr ei the death of Bing Tari- 
fie, and of Ordin, and Pontale his couſias, and of the ſuc⸗ 
teſſe of their offres: and after th:p had ſpoken long fo- 
gether, they went info the Mall, where the Queene ſeeing 
her daughter let in ſo Nlatelp a ſeate , ws mainellous * 


U 
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foll, and put all griefe from her heart: the ſame Euening 
they ſapped fogether (as they bled fo doe) Primaleon ſet, 
ting the duke of Normandie by him, with whom he ſpake 
of many things: but the duke thought of nothing, but on 
that which he had fo dor the next day. When time came 
that they ſhould goe to bed,eacry man withdzew himſciſe, 
the Autene being led info Flecidaos chamber, whilher all 
the pꝛinceſſes and gentle women bare her company, and by 
ſed lundꝛy ſpeeches vnto her, te make her merrp; but all 
that was nothing in regard of the pleaſare the felt, fo be⸗ 


holde her daughter, whom ſhe loned ſo well, and that cau⸗ 


ſed her eaſilp to fo2get her griefes foꝛe- paſſed. Primaleon 
cauſed Gibber ko be lodged in the Court, f52 the lone that 
be bare bnfa him. Toe duke of Normandie wondered af 
the great hononr ſhat Primaleon did vnto him, ſceing hee 
had ſpoken bato him in ſo great choller, and therefoze hes 
milf nat whether it came from bim of conrteſte, oz that bs 
did it to winne his loue, as deſiring not to fight with him, 
which he eaſily perſwaded himſelfe bnto , he was (opzoud 
and arrogant in heart, wherebp he bad ihe greater deſire 
fo fight, to winne honoar , and alſo fo haue Gridonia foz 
bis wife, if he chanced to kill his adverſaries ; And ſo ſwne 
as it was dap, be ſent fo fetch bis Armes, and all other 
fbings nefeffarp fo2 the Combat. Primaleon ſending him 
Word, that he woald deſire him to Nay fill he came him⸗ 


ſelfe to conduc him info the Tosrnep, that they might 


the better know one the other. hen the dake heard that, 
be waxed the p2ouder , tmagining verily that Primalcon 
feared him, and that he bſed all thoſs meanes to diminiſh 
bis choller ; and therefoge he willed the meſſenger-to fell 
bim, that he thanked him heartily foz the great hononr that 
be ſhewed vnto him, and that he ſoꝛrowed that be could not 
abſtaine from accompliſhing his deſtre. The Nneene of 
Appolonie being well aware of what had paſſed betwene 
lbem, ſem Gibber fo the Bake that he Chonld refrain from 
fighting inith her ſonnt in law; and that his Combat was 
to no end, but toghe contrarp, might turne fo his * de⸗ 
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ſpite: whercvnfo be mae anſwere, and ſar d : Gibber, 
goe and fell the Qacene, that Jam a Knight, and not a 
Woman, as ſhe is; and that J will bold my wozd, with- 
ant any feare of death. Gibber returning to the None, 
ſhewed her onelp that the duke would mate with Prima- 
leon in te Tournep. 

When the time dzew neare the Emperour and tbe 

Empꝛelle wont to beholde the Tour ney, and bſed ſuch 
meanes that they got the Qagne of Appolonic to goe a- 
long with them: but they went not that way where the 
Moore was inchaonted in the pꝛon Cage, left ſhe ſhould 

call the death of the duke ber huſband to remembzance, 
D ©bere was a great number ot Knights that were fs enter 
| info the Tournep, which were diutded equally : and foz 
that Primaleon would be one, Prince Edvard alſs would 
accompany bim; but be was fozccd to holde the contrary 
part againſſ bim,becaoſe it was the ©mperours plealzte; 
and ſo they went both together gut ok the Pallace „and 
LIRA paſled along by the dukes chamber, who taped foz them, 
1 | wbom thep led betwerne them, fo honour bim the moze. 
. When they were in the field, Primaleon laid vnto bim, 
. Duke, pon hall know me well by my Armes, and when 
thi! „ 3 pon will, pon map finde me out: Bat J fell pon plaine, J 
e will vile no courfeſte fo pou; but if J can, J will abate 
pour p2ide, and caaſe pou fo acknowledge pour great 
r follie . And hauing ſaid ſo, bee laced on his Helmet, and 
NG went fo thole that were on his nde: the duke being much 
. moved at thoſe wozds. Vernon was with Prince Edward, 
| MERIT FE to whom the Emperour gane a favour in the behalfe of 
Balile his daughter, that be might wurare it in the Tours 
nep, foz the lene of her; wbich he did, intending to give 
her bnto bim {oz his wile : Prince Euafd intreated him 
not to cane his company » leſt be might get ſome hurt, be- 
tauſe de was bat young, But there was no cauſe of feare, 
foz he behaued bhimſelſe ſo baliantly in the Tontnep , as 
de wanne great honour and renowne, and was the firlk 
that beganne to Ms aud gaue a greet Anight of -— 
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Courl ſo great a blow, that he pſerced bis Sbield, and 
thzew him to the ground z and befoze be bzake his launce, 
caſt downe two moze. Prince Edward teke great pleaſure 
to ſ& hem ſo valiant, and ode fill till he ſawe him take 
his ſwoꝛd in hand, and then began fo enter, and to lap on 
them that met him. Type duke being in a great choller, 


followed him, and hauing a deſire to doe ſome miſchiete, 


lapd about him wifbout all mercy , thereby Chewing dis 
great balour and fozce, by which he had bene bictozions, 
if it had not beene fe; Primaleon, Belcar and Polendos, 
that were onthe other de: foz that Prince Edward (bes 
ing belsze the Emperour ) did ſhew what he could doe, 
bling moſt wonderfull fo:ce and balour. Primaleon on 


the other ſte, gining ſach blowes to them be met with, 
that no man durffaitendbis blowes, noz pet afaile bim: 


At which time, the duke of Normandy taking a great lance - 
out of one of bis Pages hands, went fo finde ont Prima- 
leon: who ſœing him come, Hohes to himſelfe, and met 
bim, faping : Dake, it is now time to cffec pour will: 
th:refoze J (ay, that lawtoliy and by god rigbt Gridonia 
is mine, and that pou are not wozthy to ſerue her : And 
faping ſo, be couched his launce : the Dake (without ma- 
king any othor anſwer, did the like: ſo they met together, in 


lunch fortons manner that tdeir launces bew in peces in 
to the apze, and both of them were fanned, but the 


duke bad the mot durt: and ſitting firmly in cheir ſaddles, 
thep laid their hands on heir lwoꝛds, and began te charge 
one the other with moſt furidug and ferrible blewes , and 
in ſach manner, that Primal-on never found Knight (vn. 
leſle it were Prince Edward) to be ſliſfer and hardier then 
the Duke , whereby be was conſtrained (as being næd⸗ 
ful foʒ him) to ble all bis fozce and batour. All the Kntgbts 
knew Primaleons minde, and therefoze no man ſlept fo2, 
ward fo part them. Bot who tum expꝛeſſe the marueilous 
griefe Gridonia fe!t within her heart and J thinke ſhe 
had died with ſeaxe, if her deare friend and huſband had 
not [one reiop ted her, by gluing lo great a blow TS

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dukes be! met, that the buckles thereofbzake in peces , and 
the helmet fell on the hoꝛſes necke ; who le ling him ſelle 
burt, made (0 manp windings and turnings, that he call 
the duke vpon the ground, with ſach a foꝛce that be lay a 
god while and could not ſtirre, as if h had bene dend: 

wherewittz Primaleon (albeit wearp with fighting) ligh- 
ted off his hoꝛſe. and letting the popnt of his ſwoꝛd lo his 
th:oate, ſapd : Dake of Normandie, conkeſſe pzeſently that 
you deferue not to ſerue Gridonia , and that ſhe is mine, 
ff you will ſaue pour life, The Dake, althongh(as then) 
hee had no great cauſe of feare of death, with griefe and 
perplerity an/wered and ſald: Primsleon, J ſap h& is vn⸗ 
wiſe, that will fight with ther abont this Wee and 
that my folly bath b:zonght me into this tale: wheretoze, 
ſeeing the Fates will haue its, F frelp conkeſſe Chat there 
is no man wozthy to entop Gridonia but pou , J demand 
no moze of you (replyed P:imaleon ), and fo2 this J ſrck⸗ 
pardon you, and with vou to comfozt pour ſelfe, and fo 

_ (hat now pon haue been banquiſhed, the wzong that 
you had on pour ſide is the onely meanes: and ſo cauſing 
him to be boznie out of the Tournep, be ſenthim into the 
fowne , and mounting bpen bis bozſe, rode after him fo 
his lodging fo ſ& him d2eſed , and after that, went to put 
off his Armes, but came no moꝛe into the Zgurnep, 

The Emperour, the Empꝛeſſe, Gridonia, and all the 

reſt, were verp glad of the happy lucceſle of the Combate: 
and further the Qucene of Appolonic ſapd : Surely 3 
wot right well, that it was a great fault in mer, to conet 
Primaleons death. Gridonia was glad at her very beart, 
to heare thoſe woꝛds bltered, although the greateſt plea⸗ 
ſore that ſhe recetned (as then ) was to ſe her Lozd and 
Huſband gone ont of the Tourney, withont any danger. 
And although Polendos and Belcar, behaued themlelaes 
right valiantly,and were on Primalcons ſide, pet could not 
thzp beare awap the bictozp , after Primaleon was once 
gone: whercof valiant Prince Edward was the cauſe, ws 
""_”U "mY befoze the Omperove, imploped all * belt 
oztes 
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fo2ces fo hew his magnanimitie and pꝛoweſſe. Pride, that 
was a god Knight, likewiſe ſbewed that he was the 
Dake of Cales Sonne. There was likewiſe tenne sther 
Engliſh Knights of ged account in the Tournep, that 
bebaued theaiſclnes baliantip : whoſe valours the @m- 
perour much commended , and the ret wondzed to be- 
hold it. Vernon and Ledefin made knowne their batours: 
by which meanes the Zonrnep was well maintained on 
both ſides, till in the end Prince Edward cauſed the ads 
ocrle parties fo-yeeide, and his ive remained ſolely victo- 
tions.

J, and they both, 
bad beene owerthzowne. Bonne / ſatd the Emperour ) you 
bane taken great paines this dap; but withont if, it is 
impoſſible fo winne commendaſions, The honour thit J 
baue gotten is (mall, and the labour great (ſato Prince 

Edward.) Primaleon fo ſhew his great courteſſe, everp 

day went te ſ the Duke of Normandie, and cauſed him 

to be carefully and well loked vnts: which made the Duke 


to repent the pꝛiaz that he bad chewid, and beſought bim

was a very poung, but beautiful Lady, that came thither 
with the Nucene her Mother, and was the firſt that de⸗ 
parted from Conſtantinople, taking his wife with him, 
baving firſt received great gifts epzcſents from the Gm⸗ 
perour.and of King Friſol,as alio of Primaleon, by which 
meanes he returned well pleaſed and contented into Nor- 
mandie, where be was recetaed by his friends and ſab- 
fects with greatiop and gladneſſe,and there celebzated his 
Parriage feaſl. 

Tͤyhe flirſt Bonne that he had bp her, he called Friſol, 
which was one of the valiankeſt Knights liuing in bis 
time: who hauing receined the ozder of Knight-hod,came 
into the Empercurs Court, where he did diners valiant 
acts, and was a great friend ts Pomperde, Prince Ed- 
wards ſonne, although they had fought a crueil batfatle to- 
gether, by meanes of a Gentlewoman that was Daughe* 
fer fo Perucdin Duke of Paras, that in the end married 
with Friſoll, as it is declared in the following Pitkozie. 
After the Marriages of Primaleon and Prince Edward, 

the greateſt part ot the chie le Pꝛinces departed from Con- 
ſtantinople, and foke their leanes of the Emperosur, the 
Empꝛeſle, and all the reſt of the L03ds and Pzinces, that 

were ſozry foz heir departures.

This 
troupe being departed from Conſtatitinop'e: had the winde 
contrary, la that the French- men were compelled to goe 
into England with Prince Edward, ho did great things 
in the bapage.. At tbela&, when they were tome bpon 


the Riner Thames, the King that ill expected their come 


ming, and that meant fo ceceine them*honourably, went 
fo Jan them, being exceeding glad of his Donnes: coms

The Pꝛinceſſe Flerida being landed; as led by the 
Doke of Calcs, and Prince Edward that went befoze; Fav 
no ſoner (@nchis Father; but hefell-downe on dis nde 
and kiſt his hand: the Ring imbzacing bim in his armes, 
laid; Donne, thankes to the beauens,fo2 the lauour ſhew- 


grieued 
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ed m6 at this. time; to . you againe, fo; J-was-much | 
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grieued fo2 pour abſence,and bad no ofher comfozt during 
tbe ſame, but fo heare ſpeaking of your valiant actions; 

you are therefoze heartily welcome, wiſhing tha long and 
bappy dates with thy wife; and then be went to falute 
Flerida, to whom de did ae great honour as he could, and 
ſhe kiſt both bis and the Nunes hand, that wept fo; lop 
that ſhe felt in her heart, to ſ& her ſonne returne againe 
with ſo great honour. After that, all the Barons and 
Gentlemen of the Nealme came fo doe their humble due⸗ 
ties bnto Prince Edward and the Lady Flerida: and after 
thep had all ſaluted them, the King toke Flcrida by the 
band, and led her into the Pallate, Prince Edward bes- 
ring the Qaeene his Pother company, And asthep were 
all ia the Hail in great pleaſure and delight, Iulian their 
Gardner and his wife came richly #pparclted, to kiſſe 
Prince Edwards and the Pzinceffe Fleridaes hands, that 
were glad to ſ& them; Prance Edward ſaping: lulian wp 
god friend, how like yon this Countrep - Mell mp Lo2d 
(faid be) foz J line here with lelle labour, tben J ded in 
Conſtantinople : J wich all pour attempts map pꝛoue 
foztunate, nl the god that J hane recciacd from pour 
magnificence liberalitie, in recompence ofthe lmall ſer⸗ 
uice J did pau. Hold pour peace (ſaid Prince Edward ) {02 
pou did me great ſervice, and J cannot doe fo much foz 
pou. Then lulian ſold, that be el&med bimſelfe bappp. 
that bis ſmall ſtruite had bene ſo acceptable vnto him. and 
bot bis band once againe: Attalda did the like bnto them 
otb. 

The King efftemed the adion of his Sonne in this 
caſers be berp great, as baning by that meanrs goften 
the Pꝛinceſſe, in revenge of his Anceſtozs, and therefoze 
ſatd bnto him: Donne, how glad ſhovid 3 have bene to 
haue ſe ne pon become a Gardner, when pon names pode 
lelfe Tulian ? foz J tbintke the paine pou invured. was bu 
ſmall, to ſeœ ſo excelient a beauty as pour Ladp Fleridacs 
ili befoze your epes. hoſe moꝛds pleaſed Prince Edward 
well, bat Fletſds was anne, which made her beauty 
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(0 (ricreaſe,thaf Truendos,ſonnets the duke of Ortan(thar 
went not to Conſtantinople with the reſt) being then in the 
Mall. and loking earneſtiy on Flerida, by miſfoꝛtune was 
ſo inflamed with fheloye of her, in bis pcact, that although 


be indeauoured himſelfe to expelt that tanta le out of bis. 


minde,he could byno meanes doe it, ſo tha! after be recet, 


ned lach a wound therebp, that be was in a manner ſenſe, - 


leſſe, whereas of cuſtome bee bled to be iopous and plea, 
ſant: but tbꝛougb that moztall wound, he loſt his accaſte- 
med (op,as hopeleſſe of arp rcliete, 

All that dap was ſpent in mirth and iop, but her was ſa 


tozmented in his minde, as be could doe nothing elle but 


behold Fleridacs beautie ; which conceit pzocared ſuch an 


when Prince Edward (that made great accoant of him) 
ſawe him in that Cate, he ſpake bnto him, and laid: Tru- 
endos, what is the matter with pou, that pou are ſo (ad 
and heavy? J wonlo gladly know the cauſe, and eaſe pou 
if J could, At theſe wozds bee was aſhamed , and deub⸗ 
ted leſt Prince Edward had perceiued his intent, and what 
moleſted his heart (@ mach e and therfoze making the beſt 
countenance that he cauld , be anſwered, and ſapd: Jam 
cerfaine (my L02Þ) that if pou could, you mould eaſe me: 
but no man can caſe my griete. It ts long ſince J haue 
bene thus euili diſpoſed, which is the reaſon that J went 
nat to Conſtantinople with the reſt. Prince Edward (aid, 
that he was verp ſozrp fo2 him, and deſired him (12 dis 
ſake) to fozce himſelfe to be merry againe, and to com- 


fozt himſeife. $8 J will (replied Truendos) and by that 


meanes he felt ſome eaſe of his paine, beranſe be did not 


tben lw e bpon Flerida. But when caerp man mis gone, 


as he went awap, he bicwed her in (ach ſo2t,and bare the 
imp2cſion of her rare beauty ſa deeply fired in his minde, 
that the whole night be was in extreme paine and griefe, 
blaming bis hard foztune and difgrace ; that bad tndn:<cd 
him fo cancefue ſuch a thing within bis heart, And among 
diuets dilcourles [> wh made . dimtelke, he (honght 


alteration in him, that everp wan marueled tbereat : and

bis ſenſes : by meanes whereol Prince Edward knew 
well, that the foꝛce of Leue had reduced him fo that point, 
and ſiniling;ſayd vnto bim: Truendos, Jam in doubt 3 
know your diſeale ; J pꝛomiſe pon, now doe J lone and 
elleeme pon better, ſoz that god Knights ought to trie and 
pꝛioue the griefes and anguiſhes of lone , becauſe without 
pꝛouing and feeling the rigour,and cruel fozments of Cu- 
pid, a Knight can neuer attaine to heusur and renowne: 
J would be glad fo know pour Piffrefſe , that J might 


move and lolitite her to loue you. Pp Lozd (quoth bee ) 


pour conceit is karre from mp thought, fo2 it is not that 
which froableth me; Jfele mp ſelle ſicke , as long ſince 
J hane fold pon. J am well content ( ſaid prince Edward) 
that pou conceale pour pzocedings, fo: ſo ought her to doe 
that loneth faithfallp. After papers, the Qucene came in- 


fo the Hall, with the Pꝛinceſle Flerida, that Chincd as faire 


as ths hzight mozning Starre, and by m@re aduenkutre 
Truvados ſame her; wherewith his minde was lo much 
perplercd and froubled as that he loft both fo2ce 4 kling. 
Prince Edward, who toned his wife ercceding well, tolde 


Jer of many tings, and chewed her all bis Knights, 
naming 
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naming them one after the other, and mach commending 
Truendos bnto her, deſiring her to ſhew bim a god and 

pleaſant connfenance, and fo honour bim; wherewitbſhe. 
loked on him: which Truendos perceiuing, laid vnto him⸗ 
ſelfe ( his heart within him frembling like a leafe) Oh begs 
nens! what piercing epes are there? What countenance 
is this that J bsholde e it map that ſhe batb perceined 
mp griefe, and taketh compaſſion on me, but-J am not (6 
foztunate .

not imagine the cauſe thereof, This ſpeech that Truens 
dos had with the Pꝛince ile Flerida, inflamed him much 
moze then beloze, whereby bis paſſions, teares and ſighs 
that infacd were ſuch, that returning bnfo his lodging, he 
was confkrained to diſcorfcr it to a Knight that fozmerly 
had bene nonriſhed and dzonght bp with him, and bene 
made Unights both kogether, where th;ough thep lo⸗ 
ned like bzcth2ern. Aluede (tos ſo hee Was called) knew⸗ 
ing it, wendꝛed thertat, and therifoze Trucndos (apd bn⸗ 
to him: Be not abalhed fo heare it, J pꝛap pon, foz my 
loꝛces are weake, and the Pꝛinceſſe Flerida's btauty very 
great, ſo that whoſorner beholdeth her, loſcth all reaſon 
and judgement ; wherefoze imp channce be ſuch, that 4 
muſt die fo2 the loue of ber, J am well contented there- 
with: 3 know well that J ſhall die hoztlp, and that can 
not much longer endure the moztall griefe and paine that 
my poꝛe heartnow ſuſtapneth. But J pꝛap pou(my god

The Soldan had a fonne bp Zerfira his wife, cal» 
led Caloner, the balianteſt Knight that lined in bis time 
amonglt the Moores and becauſe he was bzought vp in 
the @mperour Primaleoris Court , her was much fozmen- 
ted with tho loue of one of the Empersurs daughters, 
with whoſe lone hee was ſo inflamed, as hat would gladly 
hane bene a Chziſttan, if ſhe wonld bane loned him: buf 
cht was of lo ſtont a demacke, that whatſoener he did in 
bonour of her, he would not once bouchſafe him a kinde 
loke (which Lady was after that, Nugne of Hungaria) 
but he loued her ſo well, that long after her lined bnmar⸗ 
ried, and would never moze returne to Conſtantinople 
againe. 

When the Soldan was gone, Torques aſked the Empe⸗ 
rour leaue to returne into his owne Conntrey; which was 
graunted him both by the Emperour and Primaleon, who 
gane bim (hips to imbarke himſelſe therein, with diucrs 
Knights fo accompany him, and ſo departed with the 
pꝛinteſſe Olimba, and had ſo fapꝛe winde and weather, ag 
in a ſhozt time they arriaed in the kingdome of Rumate. 
where they found King Toman, who was maruellons 
glad of their comming, becauſe while Torques was ont 
of his kingdome, be was in great perill fo lwle him; 03 
elſe, that foz the lone of the Emperour and his ſonne, her 
would become a Chꝛiſtian: and fing him retarne with 
ſo great honoar, and lo gadly a Lady to tzis wife, here. 
teiued him with the greateſt (oy, that could be imagined: 
and liked well of the pꝛinceſle Olimba, ſhe finding ber ſeife 
beiter content, to (& that ſhe had gotten ſo b:ave a knight 
fo her pulband foz that in ſhozt time there came diuers 
pzinces to honour ſhem at their wedding, who were glad 
lo haue ſuch a Ladp to be their Qugne.

was well pleaſcd , The Quene of Appolonie loued her 
Daughter ſo well that (he would not leaue her, but deſired 
Primaleon to lend. a Knight; in bis behalfe, that with the 
Catle might gonerne the Ringdome. Primaleos by Gri- 
donia had foure Sonnes, that were all god nights. The 
firſt was Emperour of Conſtantinople aſter bis Father:

ning woꝛkes, that every man wondzed thereat. This Gen⸗ 
tlewoman being called Richart, became ſo faire, that being 
twelne peares of age, there was no man that law ber but. 
was pꝛeſentip in lone with ber. The Quene oftentimes 
' Deſired her father to let her attend at the Court:but becauſe 
be loued her ſacxc@ding well, de would nener ſuffer her 
to be there, and two of the Rings ſannes ſought to bonqur 
ber by all the meancs they tould, but ſhe was ſo bertuous 
that che cared not fo2 their ſeruice, noz foz that of diuers os 
ther Painces that were in lous with her; and told them all 
that che wauld neuer love any man but he that ſhould be 
Jer baſband: . the reſt that wexe ſo farre re 
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with her loue; one was Garin, Bonne fo the King of 
France, which was ſo much tozmented in his minds that 
il it had not bene fo; ſhame, he would haue married her, 
and when her father let him come info his houſe fo ſpeake 
with her, die oſtermed himſcife mot happy, repating that 
fanour to be the greateſt god that conld be done bnto him. 


Richart alwaſes (af downe buſted at her wozke, and ne⸗ 


uer left it,. neither fo; Garin noz any other Knight whatſo- 


ener that came unte her, and was ſo much eſfemed and 


accounted ot, that there was continaallp Jaffes and Tur⸗ 
neyes made befoze her fathers doze, and when He loked 


oat at the window With her father, enerp one had moze 
o her, then to loke afterthe Tur. 


minde and befire to behol 
nepes. 

And as thoſe feaũis continued in King Armedes Court, 
the. Duke of Bꝛitaine came tdikther about ſome buſtneſſe 
that he had fo dee with the King : this Dukes name was 
Martage, being a fatre young Anigbt, and not married. 
And fo2 that cauſe being well accompanied, went to Rim- 
bos houſe, and pzaped him thathe might ſ& his daughter, 
which he did. Richart being adnerfiſed that he was a great 
Pz2ince,entertained bim honoarably; but the Duke behol⸗

And as ſone as be was gone from Richarts houſe, ber 
cauſed a pillar to be ertded, tight befoze the ings P3llacg, 
and not farrefrom Rimbos hole, whereon he placed that 
ſhield, and made knowne in every place that de would ge- 
fend the ſame againſt all Knights whatſoever, and that 
wholoeuer touched it maſt fight a combat with him. 
Thich done, be came all armed to the place to defend the 
ſame, which being bnderſfod by many Anights, diverſe 
tame thither to fight with him, and by the ſpace of the 
months,the Duke did many valian! fea:es ef armes ſoꝛ the 
ſame, and till was victozious: by which meancs, the ru, 
moꝛ thereof went cleane thzoughout all France, and tue. 
rp man ſpake ol his great valour and hardinefle; and cues 
rp day he ſent diuers great pꝛeſents vnto Richart, but ſher 
would not tecciue ihem, and when h went to ſe her, cher 
ſbewed hem great amity and friendſhip,pzaping- him not to 
take ſo much and ſo great paines foz her ſake ; bat he made 
aͤnlwer that he twke great pleaſure and contentment theres 
in, ſ&ing tderebp he did ber ſome ſervite.

frongeft Lyon that euer was lerne » which he flew , and 
releaſed the Gentlewoman, bzeaking the Jnchantment: 
and to make hott, I ſo many vant and wozthy 
| deedes: 
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dirdes of pꝛewelle, that his fame and renowne ſhoztlp- 
was ſpzead farre and neare. The King of England re.

King Tarue alſo (being old) and his Nnene dead, gladly 
would hang marrtcd her but be could neuer cauſe her alter 
her minde, but ſhe ſtill remembꝛed her pꝛomiſe : foz which 
cauſe Plator louęd her excæding Well. and did her great ho- 
nour, whereby ſh had the commaund of the Kings houſe:

This B ing Plator made great warre againſt the Moores, 
by meanes of ibe King ot India, who hearing that Zerfira 
dangbter to tbe Soldan of Perſia, that bad bane pꝛomiſed 
in marriage to bim, was martped fo B-llager, Soldan ef 
Niquia, put to Sea with a great army , and accompa⸗

Vernon being in the Emperours Court went with him, 

where h& did great ſeates of armes and with his one 

bands, ſlew one of the beſt Knights tho! cameamongl the 

Moores „called Rofocin , and Primaleon himſelfe bad a 


great combate agginlt the King of India, and at the laſt 
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killed 
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kilied Im: in whoſe place his bꝛother was treated king, 
hein /a mach better Knight then b, who after that came 
it; a great power againll the City of Conſtantinople, 
wzrn Primaleon was &ipcrone 2 which his tonne Pla- 
tor bnverſtanding, went with a great armp, ts ayde him, 
and giving a forigus aſſault to the King of India, oner-- 
theo w his armp, and made (ach a ſlaughter of his men, as 
be alone ſaued bhimſelle in one of his fuſtes. Plator parſn- 
ed him, and in that voyage perfo2med many range ad- 
renfures, ſo that having obtained greatriches fo2 him and 
his, hee returned to Conſtantinople with great honour. 
Primalcon being erceding glad at his returne , kept bim 
there a long time with him, where Bellager * Soldan 
tame fo ſæ him, and gave him many rich pꝛelento.
